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“Unless the Fates are faithless grown

things as they labor to acquire the needs 

of life and enjoy economic well-being. To 
add wealth to wealth is a laudable aim provided 
the attainment is accomplished through righteous 
means. God has promised abundant material 
blessings to His people when they observe all His 
commandments, for He well knows that poverty 
and destitution are contributive to neither con- 
tentment nor peace. 

There is, however, a major danger in the 
amassing of wealth, against which it is essential 
to be on guard at all times. It is the tendency to 
forget God and attribute the accumulation of 
possessions to one’s own ability rather than to 
thank God for having become the recipient of 
His blessings. Moses warned of the danger point 
that may be reached: ‘‘And thou say in thine 
heart, My power and the might of mine hand 
hath gotten me this wealth. But thou shalt re- 
member the Lord thy God: for it is he that giveth 
thee power to get wealth” (Deut. 8: 17-18). 

Perhaps one of the most difficult require- 
ments for the wealthy to meet is the keeping of 
all His commandments. When instructing Israel 
concerning the necessity to remember God in the 
time of prosperity, Moses also said: ‘“‘And it shall 
be, when the Lord thy God shall have brought 
thee into the land . . . to give thee great and 
goodly cities, which thou buildedst not, and 
houses full of all good things, which thou filledst 
not, and wells digged, which thou diggedst not, 
vineyards and olive trees, which thou plantedst 
not; when thou shalt have eaten and be full; Then 
beware lest thou forget the Lord. . . . Thou 
shalt fear the Lord thy God, and serve him, and 
shalt swear by his name. Ye shall not go after 
other gods, of the gods of the people which are 
round about you; (For the Lord thy God is a 
jealous God among you) lest the anger of the Lord 
thy God be kindled against thee, and destroy thee 
from off the face of the earth. Ye shall not tempt 
the Lord your God. . . . Ye shall diligently keep 
the commandments of the Lord your God, and his 
testimonies, and his statutes, which he hath com- 
manded thee. And thou shalt do that which is 
right and good in the sight of the Lord: that it 
may be well with thee” (Deut. 6: 10-18). 

The mere possession of wealth often blinds 
men to the need to rely upon God, causing them 
to forget their obligations to Him. Malachi the 
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Prophet placed special emphasis upon the obliga- 
tion to keep the commandment to tithe one’s 
increase and he asked the question, “Will a man 
rob God?” Then, addressing the people, the Lord, 
through the prophet, utters the denunciation, 
“Yet ye have robbed me.” The people ask, 
*‘Wherein have we robbed thee?” The Lord re- 
sponds through the prophet, “‘In tithes and offer- 
ings.” 

The poor man pays his tithe, ten cents out of 
the dollar; one dollar out of ten; ten dollars out 
of one hundred. However, ten thousand dollars 
out of one hundred thousand dollars of the rich 
man’s increase often seems too large a sum, so he 
gives a hundred or a thousand dollars, to pay his 
debt to God, thinking thus to ease his conscience. 
But one thousand dollars is only one per cent of 
one hundred thousand dollars and God is robbed 
of that which is due Him. 

It is difficult for the rich to please God, for the 
love of money looms before them as they contem- 
plate the amount involved in the tithe required. 
They forget to be thankful to God for the increase 
of wealth which enables them to pay such a tithe. 

On the other hand, the poor often defend their 
failure to tithe with the excuse that they cannot 
afford to do so. But it is impossible for either the 
poor or the rich to escape the necessity to obey 
the law of the tithe. The Lord is not primarily in- 
terested in the amount of the tithe, whether small 
or large, but He is definitely concerned that all, 
both poor and rich, are faithful to their obliga- 
tions. The poor man’s assumption that he cannot 
afford it and the rich man’s position that it in- 
volves too large a sum are excuses unacceptable 
to God. Actually, neither the poor nor the rich can 
afford not to tithe. 

Malachi declares that, because men persist in 
robbing God, “‘Ye are cursed with a curse: for ye 
have robbed me, even this whole nation”’ (Mal. 3: 
9). God issues a challenge to all to bring their 
tithes into His storehouse and prove Him to see, 
“if I will not open you the windows of heaven, 
and pour you out a blessing, that there shall not 
be room enough to receive it” (Mal. 3: 10). 

Solomon pointed out that when we honor the 
Lord with our substance and with the first fruits 
of all our increase, ‘‘So shall thy barns be filled 
with plenty” (Prov. 3: 10). God will never remain 
in debt to any man and he who will perform all 
that is required of him will be fully satisfied.

Time to Investigates Wx 1s THERE sudden alarm 

among certain clergymen at 
the prospect of a Congressional investigation of alleged 
Communism in the churches? That there are leftist clergy- 
men occupying pulpits in our land is quite clear from their 
utterances and it is they, and not the Church as a whole, 
who should be alarmed. Rev. Daniel Poling, Editor of the 
Christian Herald, said in a sermon on March 22: 

“T think that the clergymen of all faiths should be investigated, 
just as I think that certain educators should be investigated, be- 
cause there are false prophets among us.” 

Honest and sincere Christians and Christian leaders are 
not afraid of being investigated; in fact, they welcome an 
opportunity to testify for the faith they hold. It is the wolves 
in sheep’s clothing who are fearful lest the cloak they have 
wrapped about themselves will be torn aside and reveal 
them to their congregations in the true role they are en- 
acting. 

In an article in the Christian Herald for April 1953, 
Herbert A. Philbrick, author of the book J Led Three 
Lives, in which he tells the story of his perilous existence 
as a citizen ““Communist” counterspy, reveals how Com- 
munist infiltration into American churches is taking place. 
Every church member should read this article.* When in 
1947 Mr. Philbrick was ordered to go “underground” and 
join the top level section of the Party, identified as the 
“Pro-group,” he said: 

“IT was shocked to discover that . . . among them were doc- 
tors, lawyers, teachers, professors, business men, authors, pub- 
lishers, government workers. And there they were, well-trained, 
highly educated, enjoying the confidence and trust of large num- 
bers of people about them — the most deeply-underground sec- 
tion of the Communist Party in this nation. . . . But, to me, the 
most shocking fact was that there was also a special subversive 
cell of hardened, disciplined, trained agents of Stalin, men who 
were ministers of the Gospel! Members of major denominations, 
they were assigned countless special tasks for the Communist 
conspiracy.” 


Is it to be wondered at that when Congressman Velde 
was reported ready to investigate the clique of leftist 
clergymen, the so-called liberals and left-wing clergy and

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Church leaders sent up such a howl of protest? The very 
fact that they did so is in itself definite evidence that they 
are fearful of exposure. 

Let the laymen take careful note of any clergyman who 
becomes alarmed at such a prospect and closely check 
what he is saying and doing. It’s a hundred-to-one wager 
that he would not escape condemnation if such a Congres- 
sional — or even a denominational — investigation of his 
left-wing tendencies or associations were made. 

It is past time for such an investigation to be undertaken 
and the Church itself should be the first to demand it 
so that the men who have been using the pulpit to hide 
their Communist affiliations may be thoroughly discredited. 





“Deceptive “Design— A GREAT DEAL of speculation 

has been caused by the Soviet 
so-called “‘peace offensive.” Yet the knowledge of the ulti- 
mate aims of Communism should enable men to properly 
evaluate the present move on the part of the Kremlin and 
thus reveal its real purpose. After all, the hard core of Com- 
munist aims has not changed in the slightest degree; nor is 
there any evidence of a change of heart on the part of 
those who are directing this drive. The most that can be 
said for it is that it evidences merely a change in tactics 
and Soviet Russia has always made such changes when it 
would serve their purpose to do so. 

It is stupid to be duped for a moment into thinking 
Moscow seeks any other type of peace than that of its 
own making. Just because they are dangling before the eyes 
of the free world a withered and shrunken olive branch 
utterly devoid of life is no reason for flushed faces and ex- 
cited voices. Like a cat playing with a mouse, the Soviet 
leaders are playing with the western desire for peace. 

If the men in the Kremlin were actually interested in 
genuine peace, there are many ways in which they could 
demonstrate this by actions that would render words 
scarcely necessary. Let them release the millions now held 
as slave laborers in their own land; let them abolish con- 
centration camps; restore freedom of speech, action and 
movement to the millions behind the Iron Curtain. Let 
them immediately cease their propaganda, agitation and 
espionage in the Western world, in Africa, the Middle East 
and elsewhere. Then one might be justified in assuming 
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them to be sincerely interested in the establishment of 
peace and good will between themselves and other 
peoples. 

But no such straightforward actions are being under- 
taken; in fact, while they talk peace they are continuing 
to prepare for war, strengthening their armies, their navy 
and their air forces for the day when it will be to their ad- 
vantage to strike. 

Meantime, the peace propaganda is serving their pur- 
pose. Let us not forget the words of a former chief of the 
Ogpu, Mejinski, who said: 

“As long as there are idiots to take our signature seriously, and 
to put their trust in it, we must promise everything that is being 
asked, if we can only get something tangible in exchange.” 

The world wants peace and is asking for it. What, then, 
is the tangible something Soviet Russia hopes to secure 
in exchange for her apparent acquiescence in plans which 
seem to give the world what it seeks? Perhaps this can be 
answered best by first considering what keen observers 
of world trends have been wondering for a long time. They 
have asked when the Kremlin would awaken to the need 
of changing its tactics from out-and-out aggression to some 
sort of conciliatory action if they did not want to defeat 
their own over-all purpose by driving the Western world 
together in a close alliance against a common foe. These 
observers reasoned that if Moscow did finally awaken 
to the unfavorable results their attitude and actions were 
producing, the logical course for them to follow would be 
to change the policy of uncompromising aggression to one 
of apparent cooperation in order to disarm the Western 
powers. This they have now done, but their ultimate ob- 
jective is the same now that it has always been — world 
domination. 

By now purporting to give the world what it is seeking — 
peace — the very first result will be far-reaching insofar as 
the European plan for mutual defense is concerned. It 
will effectively stop the Western powers from organizing 
to meet later Soviet aggression — a fact worth accomplish- 
ing at almost any price for the Soviets. Meantime, regard- 
less of the peace overtures, the Kremlin will use the interim 
period to strengthen their entire military program and, 
as the West grows weaker, they will grow stronger. 

When the peace drive will have accomplished its pur- 
pose, the concessions Soviet Russia will have made to ac- 
complish this end will be more than offset by the advan- 
tages the Kremlin will have gained. Soviet Russia will then 
strike at a disorganized West lulled into forgetfulness by 
the honeyed words of the tyrannical leaders of the Soviet 
Union. 

Commentators on the news, editors and statesmen are all 
speculating as to whether or not the Kremlin is now sin- 
cere. We may be sure that they are sincere only insofar 
as their purpose is served in instituting the peace drive 
itself and in relation to the advantages they expect to 
obtain from it. Let those who are inclined to accept Rus- 
sian peaceful manifestations as evidence that the Kremlin 
desires peace remember the words of the Lord given 
through His Prophet Jeremiah: 

“Can the Ethiopian change his skin, or the leopard his spots? 
Then may ye also do good, that are accustomed to do evil.” 
(Jer. 13: 23.) 


Is there anyone so naive as to believe the leaders in the 
Kremlin can become accustomed to do good over night 
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and turn away from the main objective for which the 
Soviet Union has been preparing for a number of decades 
now? If there are those who do believe this just because 
Moscow is now speaking softly, then they belong to the 
class to which Mejinski has assigned all those who take 
Soviet promises seriously — idiots. 

Peace is not to be established on the earth through agree- 
ments entered into with those who have declared they are 
against God. If as a nation we become so foolish as to think 
peace can be brought about in such a way, we will have no 
one but ourselves to blame when finally the Kremlin 
turns on us as the prophets of the Lord have foretold 
they will. 

Actually the people of God should have fought back 
vigorously against the evil aggression of the Soviet Union 
from its very inception. Instead of trying to compromise 
with them, we should have used every weapon at our com- 
mand to bring about their total defeat in Korea. General 
James A. Van Fleet declared in testimony before the Sen- 
ate Committee that the war could have been won in the 
summer of 1951 had the politicians in Washington kept 
hands off. Instead of doing this, we lost the chance for a 
military decision in Korea by entering into phony and 
futile truce talks with the North Koreans and the Chinese 
and our boys have continued to perish on the battlefield 
as a result. Now, having lost the initiative, we are allowing 
the enemy to capitalize on his possession of it by using 
the world desire for peace as a weapon of aggression. 

At the moment peace overtures seem to serve the pur- 
poses of Soviet Russia best; tomorrow their armies will 
be on the march, their planes will be attacking our cities 
and their submarines will be sinking our shipping. Any 
agreement that the Soviets may make will be worthless 
and any program designed for peace which is made with 
them will fail — and this time the aftereffects will be far 
more disastrous for us than any of our past failures to 
recognize the character of the deadly foe who confronts 
us. 

Let us ponder well the fact that the Soviet leaders repre- 
sent a type of oppression that means murder, theft, slavery, 
religious persecution, disrespect for all constitutional au- 
thority, the abolition of family life, the abolition of in- 
heritance, the abolition of governments other than their 
own tyrannical rule, the abolition of morality, the aboli- 
tion of private property, the abolition of individual enter- 
prise and freedom, the abolition of countries, nationalities 
and the rights of citizenship, the abolition of the Eternal 
Truths of God and, if it were possible, the abolition of God 
Himself. 

The evil ideology that sponsors all this must be de- 
stroyed root and branch, for all those who subscribe to these 
diabolical doctrines can never be at peace with the world or 
the people in it. It is certain that, if we do not eradicate 
this cancerous growth of evil, the whole world will become 
corrupted. 

Peace will one day come to a war-weary world, but only 
by the destruction of the evil aggression of Communism, 
not through compromising with its leaders or by entering 
into covenants with them. The Kremlin moves in the pres- 
ent peace overture is a designed deception to gain through 
trickery what they were beginning to lose by their show 
of strength. The Western powers face the most perilous 
time in all their history as Soviet Russia maneuvers subtilely 
to first disarm and then destroy them. 
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Waiting and Watching Since THe inauguration 

of President Eisenhower, 
there has been a period of watchful waiting to determine 
whether fundamental changes in government policies 
would be made by the new administration. Referring to 
the election of a new administration, we said in Destiny 
for January 1953: 

“Unfortunately the change may be more apparent than real. 
The mere swapping of party labels is not enough to secure free- 
dom from policies instituted under the Roosevelt-Truman 
administration.” 

Already a demonstration confirming this expressed fear 
has been made in the appointment of Charles E. Bohlen 
as ambassador to Russia and his confirmation by the 
Senate in a 74-13 vote. This majority vote sends to Mos- 
cow a diplomat who had a high place in the councils of 
the Roosevelt and Truman administrations and was a 
trusted official of Secretary of State Acheson under Tru- 
man. 

In the final hour of oratory on the floor of the Senate, 
Senator Welker, Republican from Idaho, asked why a 
Republican administration had to appoint to a vital listen- 
ing post a diplomat who still defends the Yalta agreements 
which aided the Soviet Union in making vast postwar 
conquests? Senator Welker quoted Bohlen as telling the 
House Committee in 1948 that there was no documentary 
proof that Communists advocated force and violence in 
their program. The Senator said any school boy could have 
furnished abundant proof of such advocacy. Senator Mur- 
ray (left-wing Democrat) declared the confirmation of the 
appointment to be a victory for Truman and Acheson. 

In the above-mentioned editorial we had expressed the 
hope that President Eisenhower would surprise us by re- 
pudiating the type of advisors who have already brought 
this great nation to the brink of disaster. Then we said: 

“An outstanding test in all this will be his [Eisenhower’s] atti- 
tude toward General Douglas MacArthur whose ability should 
be used, for he possesses an understanding of the Far East that 
would make him the best possible choice to assign to the task of 
solving our problems there. . . . Actions will speak louder than 
words and a major straw in the wind that may tell much will be 
the use he makes, or fails to make, of General MacArthur’s 
ability.” 

Is New Deal thinking still ruling the administration at 
Washington and are Eisenhower’s advisors leading him 
along the path of the type of “liberalism” that the Ameri- 
can public repudiated at the last national election? 

If President Eisenhower had appointed General Mac- 
Arthur soon after his inauguration to take charge in the 
Far Eastern conflict, he would have accomplished a double 
purpose: first by giving assurance to the American people 
that he meant business in bringing the war in Korea to an 
early and successful conclusion and, second, by serving 
notice on the men in the Kremlin that from now on there 
would be no more compromises, enabling them to hold the 
initiative, or futile peace talks designed to help the Chinese 
Reds strengthen their positions. Instead of this, however, 
the stalemate in Korea has dragged on with no end in sight. 

The time to have made swift, forceful moves has now 
passed and there is no evidence at hand to show that the 
present administration is going to take dynamic action of a 
kind that would electrify the American people, bringing 
relief from the frustration so prevalent prior to the change 
in leadership on November 4, 1952. 
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Some encouraging steps have been taken in secondary 
matters, which have been hopeful signs. However, when it 
came to a vital issue such as our representation in Soviet 
Russia, there was uncompromising insistence that one 
man — Charles E. Bohlen — must be approved for the 
place —in spite of all the evidence indicating that the 
selection was not a wise one. Why? There is an uneasy 
question in the minds of many that this may be an indica- 
tion that the New Deal and Fair Deal of the Roosevelt 
and Truman administrations are only superseded by a 
hidden deal of intrigue behind a Republican front. 

It is known that most Democrats regard the appoint- 
ment of Bohlen as an indirect endorsement of the former 
administration’s foreign policy. It may be even more than 
that, for it could set the pace in an unfolding program, in- 
dicating that the leaders of both the Democratic and Re- 
publican parties are under the same type of control. Time 
will soon supply the full answer as to the truth of this 
assertion. 





Foreshadowing a (risis As THE Day approaches 

wherein men are no longer 
to walk by faith, when, as a result of the Divine revealing, 
they will see with their eyes and be compelled to under- 
stand, God is allowing those who have believed by faith, 
and who are watching, to grasp the meaning of the timing 
of coming events so that they may be alert and ready.

In a recent letter from Mr. Nicklin referring to this 
graph, he pointed out that, from the accession declaration 
of February 8, 1952 to the Coronation Proclamation “on 
June 7, 1952, there were 120 days — and 120 is the number 
of warning. Then, referring to information he had received 
from a correspondent, he called attention to the chrono- 
logical timing of events which ties the Accession, the great 
flood that swept over sections of England, the Eve of the 
Coronation and the Great Pyramid date of August 20, 1953 
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together in a most startling manner. Mr. Nicklin writes: 


“Actually the Queen took up her activities as Sovereign on the 
evening of February 7, 1952 after her night and day journey from 
Kenya.

In World War I a 65-day period was marked by the 
sinking of the Empress of Ireland, May 29, 1914 to the in- 
vasion of France by Germany on August 2, 1914. 

Mid-date of the Fourth Watch appears to have marked 
the commencement of the latest very significant Soviet 
Peace Offensive. Mr. Nicklin quotes the London Daily 
Telegraph of March 30, 1953 as follows: 


“Every Moscow newspaper published reports yesterday 
[March 29] of the acceptance by the Communists of the proposal 
to exchange sick and wounded prisoners in Korea, Reuter re- 
ported. A footnote to the reports pointed out that under the 
Geneva Convention such prisoners could be exchanged only with 
their consent.” 


Dr. J. Guthrie of Canada has pointed out many inter- 
esting time periods focusing upon the year beginning with 
June 28, 1953 and the importance of the 365-day period 
from June 28, 1953 to June 28, 1954 has also been con- 
firmed by both Mr. William O. Lay, Jr., and Mr. Nicklin. 
Mr. Nicklin points to the significance of this date in rela- 
tion to the entrance into the First and Second Low Pas- 
sages of the Great Pyramid as follows:

In a letter received from Mr. Nicklin just as this was 
being prepared, he writes:

As A. R. H. points out in “Month by Month” (this issue), 
the coronation ceremony is primarily religious. Further- 
more, the throne itself is the Throne of David and, of even 
greater importance, it is the Throne of the Lord. This is not 
a fantastic assertion, for it is fully substantiated by the 
Scriptures. When David’s reign ended and his successor 
ascended the throne, the account states: 


“Then Solomon sat on the throne of the Lord as king instead 
of David his father, and prospered; and all Israel obeyed him.” 
(I Chron. 29: 23.) 


It is of special interest that the above graphs bring into 
focus at this time the importance of the Coronation Cere- 
mony planned for June, which may well be the most out- 
standing event in the history of that throne since David 
and his posterity were selected by God to occupy the 
Throne of the Lord until He comes whose right it is to 
reign. The eyes of the whole world will be upon Great 
Britain; thousands will watch the pageantry of the Coro- 
nation Ceremony on television sets, and many more will 
listen by radio. 

As we study the significance of these highly important 
time periods, we are aware that only a few, comparatively 
speaking, will comprehend their full meaning. We are thus 
reminded of the words of the Wonderful Numberer, 
Palmoni, who was sent to Daniel when, following the reve- 
lation of time periods designating the coming of the 
Messiah, he told Daniel, “None of the wicked [unbelievers] 
shall understand; but the wise shall understand.”

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Identified By Their Enemies 





T Is AN AXIOM accepted universally 
that a man is known by the com- 
pany he keeps, by the friends he 

has and the enemies he makes. His 
associates provide an interesting index 
to his own personality and are often a 
criterion by which his convictions, or 
the lack of them, may be known. 
When evil fellows speak well of an- 
other and consider him their friend, 
that man is doing nothing that in any 
way upsets their plans or is in serious 
opposition to their way of living. 

The converse is also true, for when 
wicked men are intuitively in opposi- 
tion to a man and speak disparagingly 
of him without cause, that man repre- 
sents principles to which they are 
antagonistic. His very presence is an 
offense to them, for, by the contrast 
of righteousness, they are reminded 
that their practices are evil and they 
stand condemned for them. The 
Psalmist, referring to God’s righteous- 
ness and His Throne, declared: 


“Who plots against the Law, 
Can his throne join with Yours? 
Who hunt the good man’s life, 
And shed the saintly blood.” 
(Ps. 94: 20-21, Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


David also declared: 


“The wicked lay wait for the good, 
And seek to procure his death.” 
(Ps. 37: 32, Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


Object of Attack 


Thus, evil forces are unceasingly 
seeking to abolish law and order and 
snuff out righteousness. The applica- 
tion of this principle is not only to 
individual persons but to nations as 
well, for it is the desire of ungodly, 
aggressive peoples to destroy the people 
of God. In this fact alone history fur- 
nishes a most interesting identification 
of the modern nations who today rep- 
resent the appointed race of the Book, 
charged with the responsibility to ad- 
minister righteousness on the earth, 
for evil nations are even now marshal- 
ing their forces with the intent to anni- 
hilate the people of the Kingdom of 
God. That this would be so is the 
Clear warning of all the prophets of 
the Bible from the very beginning, 
who named the enemy, outlined his 
purpose and identified the people who 
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in the latter days would be the object 
of his vicious attacks. 


National Charaéteristics 


It must not be overlooked or ig- 
nored that the records of antiquity, 
dealing with the past history of na- 
tions, are but a roster and record of 
the ancestors of nations who are ac- 
tive today. When we correctly identify 
the ancestors of modern peoples, it 
increases our understanding and gives 
meaning to present world activities, 
explaining the reason for the antago- 
nisms which cause strife and war at the 
present time. 

The activities of a race are in- 
digenously identified with certain in- 
herent or inborn tendencies. This is 
well illustrated by the fact that, under 
a given set of circumstances, two dif- 
ferent races will not react alike. A 
nation facing a sudden crisis, regard- 
less of its present culture or modern 
training, will inevitably revert to type. 
This in itself is a distinguishing feature 
by which a racial stock may be known. 

Although people today have lost 
much of the knowledge once possessed 
concerning racial origins, yet, present 
in modern times, are the same innate 
mistrusts and animosities that history 
records as prevailing between races 
and peoples centuries ago. The evil 
agg-essors of the past are present as 
evil aggressors in the world today. 
While they do not now bear the desig- 
nation of Amalekite, Philistine, Edo- 
mite, Moabite, et cetera, they are in 
existence nevertheless, but under their 
more modern names. Present also is 
the race of the Book, against whom 
the enemy is preparing war, just as 
he prepared war in ancient times, 
leading to an unprovoked attack upon 
God’s people. 

Turning to Ezekiel, we find an in- 
teresting statement made about Gog 
of the land of Magog, chief prince of 
Meshech and Tubal, with a reference 
to the ancestors of this people who 
were the enemies of God. Through 
Ezekiel God refers to the fact that He 
has threatened to bring them against 
“His people” in a disciplinary action 
because of their refusal to obey His 
commandments: 


“Thus saith the Lord God; Art thou 
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he of whom I have spoken in old time by 
my servants the prophets of Israel, which 
prophesied in those days many years that 
I would bring thee against them?” (Ez. 
38: 17.) 


Smith and Goodspeed translate this: 


“Thus says the Lord God: ‘You are the 
one whom in former days, through my 
servants the prophets of Israel, who proph- 
esied in those days, I threatened to bring 
against them.’ ” 


Ferrar Fenton translates it: 


*“Thus says the Mighty Lord! ‘You are 
the one of whom I spoke in former times 
by means of My servants the Prophets of 
Israel! who proclaimed in the period of 
their life that I would bring you upon 
them.’ ” 


The Agagites 


In his book, The Russian Chapters of 
Ezekiel,* Rev. W. M. H. Milner makes 
the following statement: 


* “Gog’ — it is a long o both in the 
Hebrew and in the Greek — is made from 
the old-world word-root ‘GG,’ which in 
the early languages implied something 
“g-t-g-antic.’ Russia has this long time 
been the ‘Colossus’ of the North. 

**A potentate of Bible history and proph- 
ecy was ‘A-g-a-g.’ That name, or rather, 
title, comes from the same root. He was 
(in his own estimation) A, Aleph, + GG 
= No. 1 Great! “The Agagites,’ we are 
told in Young’s Analytical Concordance, ‘were 
an Amalek-ite tribe,’ and ‘Agag’ was ‘A 
poetic name of Amalek, derived from a 
particular dynasty.’ Of Israel it is written 
in Numbers 24: 7, ‘His king shall be higher 
than Agag,’ referring probably to Ezekiel’s 
Gog.” 

Deceitful and Brutal 


One of the outstanding charac- 
teristics of Soviet Russia and her 
leaders today is deceitfulness and bru- 
tal force. Here is a nation bent upon 
evil aggression — a characteristic as- 
signed in ancient times to the chief 
prince of Meshech, as set forth by the 
Psalmist centuries before the Christian 
Era began: 


“Deliver my soul, O Lord, from lying 


lips, and from a deceitful tongue. What

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shall be given unto thee? Or what shall be 
done unto thee, thou false tongue? Sharp 
arrows of the mighty, with coals of juniper. 
Woe is me, that I sojourn in Mesech, that 
I dwell in the tents of Kedar! My soul hath 
long dwelt with him that hateth peace. I 
am for peace [i.e., a man of peace]: but 
when I speak, they are for war.” (Ps. 
120: 2-7.) 


In modern times the Anglo-Saxon 
world has sojourned in Meshech (Mos- 
cow) far too long for its own good. This 
was during World War II and we con- 
tinued to dwell in company with those 
who hate peace long after that war 
ended. While we are actually endeav- 
oring to secure the blessings of peace, 
Soviet Russia has no such peaceful 
intention but, through duplicity and 
false propaganda, is endeavoring to de- 
ceive many people. Those in positions 
of authority in the Anglo-Saxon world 
in the past have ignored the earmarks 
of evil aggression. Now we are paying 
the price for this failure to heed un- 
mistakable warning signs as the day 
approaches when the men in the 
Kremlin will, through an evil, aggres- 
sive move, bring to a climax their 
diabolical plans to dominate the world. 


Unprovoked Attack 


Turning back to the early ancestors 
of Gog, we find they were, under the 
name of Amalekites, the first to make 
an unprovoked attack upon God’s 
people. The account of that attack 
is given in the 17th chapter of Exodus. 
It is as follows: 


“Then came Amalek, and fought with 
Israel at Rephidim. So Moses said to 
Joshua, ‘Pick out some men for us, and 
hurry out to fight with Amalek, while I 
will take my stand on the top of the hill, 
with the staff of God in my hand.’ Joshua 
did as Moses told him, and went out to 
fight against Amalek, while Moses, Aaron, 
and Hur ascended to the top of the hill. 
Whenever Moses held up his hand, Israel 
prevailed; and whenever he let down his 
hand, Amalek prevailed. When Moses’ 
hands became tired, they took a stone and 
put it under him to sit on, while Aaron 
and Hur held his hands up, the one on one 
side, and the other on the other side. 


Thus it was that his hands were kept sta- 


tionary until sunset, so that Joshua put 
Amalek and his people to the sword.” 
(Ex. 17: 8-13, Smith & Goodspeed Trans.) 


Blot Them Out- 


Following this the Lord dictated a 
special message which was to be trans- 
mitted to Joshua, Moses’ successor: 


“Then the Lord said to Moses, ‘Write 
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this as a memorandum in a book, and 
recite it to Joshua; for I will blot out the 
very memory of Amalek from under the 
heavens.’ ” (Ex. 17: 14, Smith & Goodspeed 
Trans.) 


Later on Moses addressed all the 
people, referring again to Amalek: 


“Remember what Amalek did to you 
during the journey after you came out 
of Egypt, how with no fear of God he fell 
upon you on the way, when you were tired 
and faint, and cut off all the stragglers in 
your rear. Therefore, when the Lord your 
God gives you rest from all your enemies 
around you, in the land which the Lord 
your God is giving you as a heritage to 
occupy, you must blot out the very mem- 
ory of Amalek from under the heavens, 
being sure not to forget.” (Deut. 25: 17-19, 
Smith & Goodspeed Trans.) 


The King James Version renders 
this mandate to the people as a very 
emphatic command: 


“Thou shalt blot out the remembrance 
of Amalek from under heaven; thou shalt 
not forget it.” 


There is no conflict of instructions 
here in the memorandum prepared for 
Joshua stating that the Lord would 
blot out the memory of Amalek and 
the latter order to the people that 
they were to blot out the remembrance 
of Amalek from under heaven. It is 
God’s war with His enemy, but His 
people are to be the instrument in His 
hands to bring about the fulfillment 
of the prediction. This brings to mind 
the Lord’s declaration to His people 
through Jeremiah: 

“Thou art my battle axe and weapons 
of war: for with thee will I break in pieces 
the nations, and with thee will I destroy 
kingdoms.” (Jer. 51: 20.) 


Mark of Identification 


This Divine directive was issued 
much later on and is indicative of the 
fact that the people would have a 
continuous task of dealing with an 
enemy whose chief identification mark 
would be: unprovoked aggression. How 
like their ancestors are the modern 
Amalekites today. God’s accusation 
then was that they “cut off all the 
stragglers in your rear.” How similar 
are their modern tactics when they fall 
upon an airplane that gets lost and ac- 
cidentally strays over the border into 
their land —or suddenly fire upon 
unarmed American or British pas- 
senger planes, with the intent to mur- 
der the occupants aboard — or seize 
and hold without valid cause American 


and British citizens whenever they 
please. 

The Lord well knows this charac- 
teristic of this heathen aggressor, who 
would always act “‘with no fear of 
God.” Therefore, Moses recorded: 


“Because the Lord hath sworn that the 
Lord will have war with Amalek from 
generation to generation.” (Ex. 17: 16.) 


The reason the Lord has taken this 
oath is also stated by Moses: 


**Because a hand has been raised against 
the throne of the Lord, he said, the Lord 
will have war with Amalek from genera- 
tion to generation.” (Ex. 17: 16, Smith @ 
Goodspeed Trans.) 


Amalek’s End 


Balaam, the pagan seer, bore pro- 
phetic testimony to the fact that the 
Lord will wage unceasing war with 
Amalek until His ultimate purpose is 
accomplished. When Balaam was hired 
by Balak to curse Israel, he found 
himself unable to carry out the wishes 
of the king. The Spirit of the Lord 
compelled Balaam to bless Israel in- 
stead and to prophesy only good of 
God’s people. The account states: 


*‘And when he looked on Amalek, he 
took up his parable, and said, Amalek 
was the first of the nations [the first of the 
nations that warred against Israel]; but 
his latter end shall be that he perish for 
ever.” (Num. 24: 20.) 


Attacking the Throne 


Just as Amalek was the first to at- 
tack God’s people, so, too, he will be 
the enemy who, under his modern 
name, will make the final aggressive 
move against them. The Lord makes it 
very clear that, involved in that at- 
tack, will be the Throne of the Lord. 
Primarily, in attacking Israel as they 
journeyed through the wilderness, 
Amalek had lifted up his hand against 
the Throne of the Lord and it was be- 
cause of this that Moses declared God 
would have war with Amalek from 
generation to generation, “because a 
hand has been raised against the throne of 
the Lord.” 

What will constitute this modern 
attack as the Amalek-Gog forces of 
Soviet Russia move against the Throne 
today? We know that the Throne of 
the Lord is the Throne of David, for 
the following statement appears in I 
Chronicles 29: 23: 


“Then Solomon sat on the throne of the 
Lord as king instead of David his father.” 
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We know also that, following its 
removal from Palestine, in the course 
of its ‘‘overturns,”’ the Throne of David 
was first in Ireland, then in Scotland 
and now in England.* It is not with- 
out significance that, as Soviet Russia 
pursues its design for war, Elizabeth 
II is preparing for her coronation as 
Queen upon the Throne of David and 
the eyes of the world are turned toward 
Great Britain. Will the Kremlin, by 
planning some “mischievous scheme,” 
demonstrate to the world that it is 
against that Throne and will it do so 
at this particular time? Will this consti- 
tute one of the major reasons bringing 
about the swift judgment of which 
Ezekiel speaks when he declares that 
God will intervene in behalf of His 
people? The result will be that the 
hordes of Gog will perish upon the 
field of battle when the climax of con- 
flict is reached. Through Ezekiel the 
Lord outlines what will happen “in 
the end of the days’’: 


“On that day when my people Israel 
are living in security, shall you not bestir 
yourself and come from your place in the 
farthest north — you and many ‘a people 
with you, all of them riding on horseback, 
a great host, a mighty army — and fall 
upon my people Israel like a cloud cover- 
ing the land? It shall come to pass in the 
end of the days that I will bring you 
against my land, so that the nations may 
know me, when I reveal my holiness in 
their sight, through my dealings with you, 
O Gog.” (Ez. 38: 14-16, Smith & Good- 
speed Trans.) 


The Enemy Identified 


Gog is now identified with Israel’s 
ancient enemies — with Amalek who 
was the first nation to attack God’s 
people after they left Egypt and while 
they were passing through the wilder- 
ness on their way to possess the land 
the Lord had given to them. In the 
light of Balaam’s prophecy, it is also 
ascertained that they will be the last 
of the nations to attack God’s people, 
for, as the result of their final aggres- 
Sive act, they are to perish forever at 
the hands of God. Picking up the 
thread of this continued story, the 
Prophet Ezekiel records the fact that 
Gog will furnish leadership to a great 
confederacy of nations that will pre- 
pare for evil aggression against the 
House of Israel in the last days. Today 
Soviet Russia is at the head of such a

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confederacy and the gathering of the 
nations who are to make up this group 
is now completed. * 


House of Israel Identified 


Because it is the House of Israel 
against whom these enemies of God 
and His Kingdom are to move in the 
final conflict of the ages, the identifica- 
tion of the people against whom Soviet 
Russia is planning to commit an ag- 
gressive act today will reveal them to 
be none other than the House of 
Israel regardless of the name by which 
they are called at the present time. 
That it is the House of Israel whom 
Gog is preparing to attack is clearly 
stated by Ezekiel, for he states the re- 
sult of their deliverance from this foe: 


**So the house of Israel shall know that 
I am the Lord their God from that day 
and forward. And the heathen shall know 
that the house of Israel went into captivity 
for their iniquity.” (Ez. 39: 22-23.) 

As the result of this deliverance, the 
Lord states that the House of Israel 
will be sanctified — that is, set apart 
or separated — in the sight of all the 
nations. Their identity is to be re- 
vealed at that time. Even those among 
His people who today refuse to rec- 
ognize their great heritage will also 
know — for Israel will be identified 
by her enemies! 


“Then shall they know that I am the 
Lord their God. . . . Neither will I hide 
my face any more from them: for I have 
poured out my spirit upon the house of 
Israel, saith the Lord God.” (Ez. 39: 
28-29.) 


Who is it that Soviet Russia is today 
preparing to fight? What nations have 
the men in the Kremlin in mind, 
against whom they plan to wage ag- 
gressive war when they move out of 
the north country? Is it not the Anglo- 
Saxon-Celtic peoples — and primarily 


the United States and Great Britain — 


for these two nations stand in the way 
of the fulfillment of their plans for 
world domination. The leaders of 
Soviet Russia are not backward at all 
as to the particular nation against 
whom they are arming, for they speak 
often in their railing propaganda of 
the United States of America. 

Soviet airplanes have already been 
spotted over the north pole and in 
northern Canada where they are evi- 
dently reconnoitering for the purpose 
of plotting the course they will follow

when they strike suddenly in an en- 
deavor to deal a swift and crippling 
blow. 

Primarily the coming conflict is to 
be war between two principal actors — 
Soviet Russia and its confederacy of 
nations on the one hand and, on the 
other, the Anglo-Saxon world. Two 
ideologies are facing each other today 
in combat and the issue will soon be 
decided between freedom and peace 
or a world where the people will be- 
come the chattels of rulers whose ob- 
jective is the enslavement of all man- 
kind. We know that the goal of the 
men in the Kremlin is world rule and 
standing between them and its attain- 
ment are the people whose God is the 
Lord. 


The Lord of HoSts Identified 


But they will fail to reckon with a 
decisive factor when, in moving against 
God’s people, they also lift up their 
hand against His Throne, or the place 
of His Throne, in the midst of the 
House of Israel today. Through Ezekiel 
God tells how He will make Himself 
known: 


**And it shall come to pass at the same 
time when Gog shall come against the 
land of Israel, saith the Lord God, that 
my fury shall come up in my face. For in 
my jealousy and in the fire of my wrath 
have I spoken.” (Ez. 38: 18-19.) 


The Lord then proclaims: 


‘And I will call for a sword against him 
throughout all my mountains, saith the 
Lord God: every man’s sword shall be 
against his brother. And I will plead 
against him with pestilence and with 
blood; and I will rain upon him, and upon 
his bands, and upon the many people that 
are with him, an overflowing rain, and 
great hailstones, fire, and brimstone. Thus 
will I magnify myself, and sanctify myself; 
and I will be known in the eyes of many 
nations, and they shall know that I am the 
Lord.” (Ez. 38: 21-23.) 


Anglo-Saxon and Israel Traits 


We have already pointed out that 
the characteristics of the forefathers 
are reflected in the proclivities and 
the likes and dislikes of their descend- 
ants. We have shown that the con- 
tempt for Jehovah and evil aggression 
of the Amalekites have their counter- 
part in the defiance of God and evil 
aggression of the Soviet tyrants today. 
What, then, of the people against 
whom they wage war? Do the Anglo- 
Saxon people possess the characteris- 
tics of their forefathers of Israel against 
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whom Amalek first made war in the 
wilderness? 

The Anglo-Saxons possess certain 
well-defined traits which are native 
to them alone. There is no other race 
manifesting these particular charac- 
teristics in the same marked degree. 
Perhaps outstanding among all their 
inborn racial propensities is their love 
of freedom. Their history proves again 
and again their willingness to die 
fighting for freedom rather than pay 
tribute or be enslaved. 


Seeking Liberty and Freedom 


The desire for freedom has made 
this race the producer of such docu- 
ments as the Magna Charta of the 
thirteenth century, the most impor- 
tant instrument of English constitu- 
tional history, and the Constitution of 
the United States. No other people 
on the face of the globe has been capa- 
ble of giving to posterity such lofty 
ideals of freedom. Other races have 
lacked the essential motivating urge 
to drive them on. But the Anglo- 
Saxons, even in the face of almost in- 
surmountable obstacles, have pressed 
on, led by a destiny not of their mak- 
ing, toward the goal of freedom, in- 
dividual enterprise and peace. 

Perhaps one of the greatest evi- 
dences of a racial desire for freedom is 
the people’s reaction to taxation. The 
Anglo-Saxon peoples have withstood 
many types of abuse. They have seen 
their leaders become faithless to their 
trust. They have endured the hard- 
ships of maladministration. They have 
even willingly submitted to excess 
taxation when it has been of their 
own levying, or for an extreme na- 
tional emergency, but they have re- 
fused to submit to any form of taxation 
without representation. The United 
States of America won her inde- 
pendence in 1776 on the issue that 
taxation without representation is tyr- 
anny. 


Westward to Freedom: 


It was this same freedom-loving 
spirit that compelled our ancestors in 
the first place to move from Asia to 
Asia Minor, then westward across 
Europe, and finally across the channel 
to the British Isles. History records 
the continuous westward move of this 
people to escape oppression as it 
sought liberty and individual oppor- 
tunity in new lands. The motive was 
always the same: westward to freedom. 

In modern times the history of the 
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Anglo-Saxons shows this people mov- 
ing west to escape the oppression and 
tyranny of rulers who sought to en- 
slave them and their children. The 
coming of the Pilgrims and others to 
the American shores was merely a 
continuation of that westward move- 
ment. After colonizing the eastern 
shores of this continent, the race again 
moved westward. The hardships of the 
trail meant little in comparison to the 
blessing of independence. They were 
seeking the open spaces and freedom 
from economic oppression even though 
it meant self-denial and arduous toil 
in order to secure it. 

We read the Preamble of the Consti- 
tution of the United States and think 
of it as a modern expression of the 
desire of a people to escape the op- 
pression of the old world. However, 
let us turn back the pages of history 
and we will find a great people gath- 
ered at the foot of a mountain in an 
open, natural amphitheater to hear 
the promulgation of laws which, if 
obeyed, would supply the very benefits 
set forth in the Preamble to our Con- 
stitution: to establish justice, insure 
domestic tranquility, provide for the 
common defense, promote the general 
welfare and secure the blessings of 
liberty for themselves and their pos- 
terity. 


The Perfeé Law 


All this and more also was provided 
for under the perfection of the admin- 
istration of the Law of the Lord and 
the people there assembled at Mount 
Sinai were none other than the ances- 
tors of the Anglo-Saxon race. These 
original laws in operation so indelibly 
stamped their perfection upon the 
minds and hearts of our forefathers 
that the race has ever since been seek- 
ing to secure again the blessings which 
were theirs when those laws were in 
operation. 

However, the people have lost the 
key that will unlock the door to that 
perfection of administration through 
the failure of their leaders to proclaim 
the whole counsel of God. But igno- 
rance of the law is no excuse, for the 
people could find out for themselves 
what God requires of them if they 
were disposed to obey His command- 
ments when told what they are. 

God is now allowing the enemy to 
prepare aggression against His people 
in order to awaken in their hearts the 
desire to return to Him and acknowl- 
edge the righteousness of His methods 


and His laws. As a race the Anglo- 
Saxons have longed for peace, but by 
our refusal to be obedient to a God- 
given command, we are trying to 
come to terms with a vicious foe who 
is using our naive trust in covenants 
and agreements to destroy our power 
and make us impotent when he elects 
to strike. This willingness to put our 
faith in the signature of persons who, 
by their actions, demonstrate them- 
selves to be the epitome of evil, is a 
flagrant repudiation of what God di- 
rected His people to refrain from 
doing: 


“Thou shalt make no covenant with 
them, nor with their gods.” (Ex: 23: 32.) 


Through the United Nations we 
not only enter into covenants and 
agreements with them, but our failure 
to acknowledge our own God and His 
Son Jesus Christ there because pagans 
do not share our religious beliefs is 
tantamount to entering into agree- 
ment “with their gods.” 


Remember Amalek 


It is absolutely essential to the 
establishment of ultimate peace in the 
world that Anglo-Saxon leadership 
acknowledge the identification of the 
enemies of our race and make no al- 
liances whatever with them. It was 
the House of Israel whom Ezekiel 
charged with the responsibility to op- 
pose the evil aggression of Gog of the 
land of Magog and it is the Anglo- 
Saxon peoples who have this respon- 
sibility today and must therefore resist 
the evil aggression of Soviet Russia. 

Moses’ instructions that we were to 
always remember the treachery of 
Amalek must be heeded; we were never 
to forget it! If, as a nation, we would 
only do this and cease trying to ap- 
pease an evil foe, we would certainly 
have the assurance of Divine assistance 
in resisting the aggression of those 
whom God has declared, in no uncer- 
tain terms, are His enemies also. 

Let us even now as a nation — al- 
though the hour is very late — follow 
the course prescribed by Moses when 
he said, ““Thou shalt blot out the re- 
membrance of Amalek from under 
heaven. Not only must we recall the 
past, but we have the multiplied evi- 
dence of the present, demonstrating 
the vile trickery of the modern de- 
scendants of our age-old enemy, who 
create confusion and foment strife 
while they plan future aggressions.

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March, it will not be ready for general release 

until the time when the Ceremony of the Corona- 
tion is being celebrated in Britain, so that a brief survey 
of the significance of this Sacred Rite may well prove ap- 
propriate. To many minds the very thought of a mon- 
archy in the modern world may seem anomalous, but the 
institution of the monarchy in Britain has evolved with 
the changing times and is even now going through an- 
other radical constitutional metamorphosis. (Students of 
Constitutional Law are invited to read the Hansard re- 
port on the House of Commons debate: “Changes in the 
Queen’s Titles.”’) 

What does the Crown cost the country? This is the first 
question to arise, as a rule, when this subject comes up for 
discussion. The answer to this is: “To all intents and pur- 
poses nothing at all.”” The reason being that the Royal 
Family is maintained by income derived from Crown 
Lands dating back to beginnings in 1066 a.p.* In 1952, 
after all expenses had been paid, net surplus gained by 
the Treasury was equivalent to $2,640,000. So it is evident 
that there is nothing to complain about on that score. 

The spiritual benefits which result from having a Royal 
Family are benefits which cannot be assessed in terms of 
finance. Just as individuals collectively form a nation, so 
a nation comprises a group of families. The British Com- 
monwealth has been styled a Family of Nations, and the 
peoples of the Commonwealth have found in the Royal 
Family — which is above politics —a symbol of conti- 
nuity and permanence in a changing world. 

Kingship Is Kinship 

It is not generally known that the word “king” is de- 
rived from the Old English word “‘cynning,” a derivative 
of “cynn” meaning kin. Literally it meant “‘sczon of the 
kin or tribe.”? In other words, it signifies “‘one of us.” In a 


noteworthy article, the Rt. Hon. Walter Elliot, M.P., 
carries this idea further when he elaborates as follows: 


“The English word carries in its roots the whole institution of 
kingship as we understand it. That conception is actually strength- 
ened by its sister word, queen. ‘Queen’ means woman, neither 
more nor less. In Scotland it is still in daily use in that sense, 
though with one letter of difference, quean. 

“It is very noteworthy that an essential ingredient in the Eng- 
lish conception of sound constitutional decision is the continued 
presence in its government of one person. This single person is 
the king. He is not an autocrat, but he is always there. He em- 
bodies continuity; he embodies the normal as distinct from the 
exceptional; for the English regard the exceptional man as the 
servant of the ordinary man rather than as his master. In conse- 





* In the reign of King George III, the royal income from Crown 
Lands was surrendered by the King to Parliament in exchange for 
a fixed annual payment called the Civil List. In 1952 the total in- 
come received was £2,431,000, and after all expenses had been 
paid, there remained a Surplus Revenue of £880,000, to be handed 
over to the Treasury, from which no deductions had to be made 
for administration. 
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quence the king continues and is meant to continue, all his life 
long, while the exceptional men come and go. He reaches his 
great position, not in virtue of any new or outstanding qualities, 
but as the result of the most commonplace part of life, as the 
heir, the son of his father. The matter-of-fact approach of the 
English towards kingship shows itself in the matter-of-fact way 
in which England accepts queens.” 


To quote fully from this Daily Telegraph article is not 
expedient, but the expert author concludes his theme with 
the pertinent observation: 


“This conception of the King as an important but not as an 
all-important person has remained with great consistency at the 
core of our constitutional thought. This has led to a degree of 
affection and loyalty towards the monarch, and to a novel popu- 
lar significance of the monarchy, which is of great importance 
at the present time. Today the ordinary individual feels more 
and more that he is lost among the millions; that the depart- 
ments, the institutions, the organizations, regard him as some- 
thing in an addition sum. Gallop polls ascertain his anonymous 
opinion; radio commentators push a microphone before his 
anonymous face; ministers, without asking him, jockey about, 
the very food he is to eat. 

“Even leaders, the leaders whom he knows — prime ministers 
and generals and the rest — change with bewildering rapidity. 
The man in the streets knows ‘Monty,’ but he has altogether 
forgotten Haig. Yet in any club or pub or household, high or 
low, you would find a definite remembrance of Queen Victoria, 
King Edward, King George — who they were and what hap- 
pened in their time.” 


Personifying the People 


At this stage, Mr. Walter Elliot gives a simple explana- 
tion of a phenomenon which often puzzles visitors to 
Britain. Thus he maintains: 


“It is not accident, and it is certainly not propaganda, that 
fills the Mall from end to end at any popular festival, that causes 
a throng around Buckingham Palace at any moment of crisis. 
It is simply that here, at the center, there is someone whom the 
people have known for a long time, someone whose birth they 
remember, whom they have seen grow up, who will be with 
them till he dies and is laid with his fathers, who will keep faith, 
who will see justice done, who will see the show through — 
under fire if need be. In short, a kinsman — ‘one of us.’ So it 
was written of the Queen during the Battle of Britain: 

“But you put on your shining gown 

Your gayest smile — and stayed in Town 
When London Bridge was burning down — 
My fair Lady.’ 

“Nobody pretends that the Queen—or the King — was 
directing the ack-ack guns. But they were doing something not 
less important; they were personifying the people.” 

It was a recognition of the fact that an exceptional man 
who was accepted in the United Kingdom or one of the 
Dominions would rarely be equally commendable in all 
the Dominions, which led Field Marshal Smuts to ex- 
claim: “You cannot make a republic of the British Common- 
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wealth of Nations, for the process of electing a President for such 
a vast and complicated organization would pass the wit of man 
to devise.” 

Indeed, as the Editor of the Observer reminds us: “‘ Britain 
1s great because she is the center of a world-wide society — the 
Commonwealth. Of the 600 million people who acknowledge the 
Queen as Head of the Commonwealth, 520 million are not white- 
skinned; that 1s, 86 per cent.” 

Commenting upon this diversity, Sir Charles Petrie is 
moved to assert: 


“When King Edward VII came to the throne, he consented 
to a modification of the previous royal title by assuming that of 
Britanniarum Omnium Rex — King of all the Britains — thus rec- 
ognizing British Dominions beyond the seas as part of his realm. 
The British Commonwealth of Nations is marked by a complete 
lack of uniformity of which even many Englishmen are only 
dimly aware. Over all is the Queen, the ultimate authority of 
hundreds of millions of people of widely-contrasted races and 
creeds, who have to be governed in accordance with laws and 
precedents which vary from Dominion to Dominion and from 
Colony to Colony. In any event, it is to her that they all look 
and the attitude of their native populations is well reflected in 
the effort they are making to be adequately represented at the 
Coronation. This loyalty is the result of the well-founded belief 
that the Queen takes a personal interest in them and their 
concerns. 

“The British Commonwealth is one and its inhabitants are 
one, whether they live in Sidmouth or Sidney, in Manchester 


or Manitoba.” 
Conception of Cooperation 


This picture of the Throne as center of a group of 
Britains — or lands of the Covenant — linked by con- 
centric circles of influence with other countries and peo- 
ples provides a vivid vision of the unfolding fulfillment 
of the prophecy made to Israel: “A nation and a company 
of nations shall be of thee’ (Gen. 35: 11). That it is an un- 
folding conception still in the course of evolution is exem- 
plified in the recent speech by Sir David Maxwell Fyfe: 


*‘All members [of the House of Commons] realized that Empire 
and the conception of great and far-flung collections of people 
must take different stages as the history of the world moved on. 
This great cooperation of nations that we had seen working to- 
gether, enabling the people to speak with one voice, was a con- 
ception of cooperation, and on it, our children and our chil- 
dren’s children would be able to make a still greater contribution 
to the world.” 


Thus the far-seeing vision of Sir David in modern times 
matches the prophetic spirit of Isaiah who foretold a day 
to come when Turban and Crown together would sym- 
bolize a reign of justice and peace on earth: 


*‘Then the Lord of Hosts will be a glorious turban, 
And beautiful crown to His People remaining; 
A Spirit of Justice, to those who trust Justice, 
And Ruler to those who drive War from the gate.” 
(Isa. 28: 5-6, Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


But we are racing ahead in thought too quickly. As 
Canon Warner put the question: “The Queen is already 
Queen. She has been reigning now for nearly a year. So why then 
— some will ask — all the elaborate ceremonies of Coronation?” 
The answer is that Accession to the Throne is a legal and 
constitutional act, but the Coronation is religious. A thou- 
sand years ago the Coronation was called the Consecra- 
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tion or Sacring of the Sovereign. Thus Canon Warner 
describes it: 


‘The Coronation takes place within the majestic setting of the 
Church’s highest act of worship. No sooner has the Queen taken 
her seat on entering than she moves to the four corners of the 
Sanctuary. Acclamations ring out. Thus is the Accession ratified 
by the people and by the Queen herself as she solemnly repeats 
the traditional oaths. 

“Now the atmosphere changes. We might be back in any 
village church, as the Archbishop begins the Holy Communion. 
As the Queen kneels, the choir sings softly: ‘Come Holy Ghost 
our souls inspire. . . .’ The solemn central act of Sacring is 
beginning. A stole is placed round her neck for she is ‘yoke- 
fellow’ with Christ in the carrying out of her responsibilities. 
The Golden Mantle now placed around her shoulders is four- 
square to suggest the four quarters of the world, all subject to 
the sovereignty of Christ. The Orb, surmounted by the Cross — 
symbolizing the earth dominated by the authority of Christ — 
is put into the Queen’s hands and then carried to the Altar. 

“On the fourth finger of her right hand the Archbishop places 
the Wedding Ring of England. Thus she is united with her 
peoples and they with her in the responsibilities now laid upon 
her. The most ancient of all the symbols of royalty are the two 
sceptres now placed in her hands. A Cross on one stands for Love 
that fulfills itself in sacrifice. A Dove on the other symbolizes the 
Holy Spirit in whose strength alone kings may rule. 

“At a faldstool she receives the Sacrament. The King of kings 
is one with the young Queen: “Thy will be done,’ she says as she 
presents herself ‘her soul and body to be a living sacrifice.’ And 
the Coronation of Queen Elizabeth IT has taken place.” 


The above description has been purposely abbreviated 
with the intention of emphasizing some of the less familiar 
aspects of the service, the significance of which will emerge 
as we continue. As the Rt. Rev. C. M. Chavasse, Bishop 
of Rochester, explains in amplification of these ideas: 


“The earliest description of a British enthronement — that of 
the Scottish King, Aidan, by St. Columba (a.p. 606) — employs 
the term ‘the Ordination of a King,’ and in Anglo-Saxon and 
subsequent Latin service books from the 10th century onwards 
the titles used are ‘Consecration,’ ‘Sacring’ or ‘Hallowing’ of a 
king. The present service is molded on the form for the Conse- 
cration of a Bishop. All this has given rise to the theory that the 
sovereign combines the character of a Clerk in Holy Orders with 
that of a lay person. The English sacring of our gracious Queen 
will be the consecration of one whose unique position of respon- 
sibility, both in Church and State, places her in special need of 


Divine empowering.” 


A Royal Priesthood 


The more we study the significance of this sacred cere- 
monial, the more we see how closely the monarch and the 
people are identified. Bishop Chavasse summarizes his 
conclusions in the following exhortation: 


“We then, who are loyal subjects of Queen Elizabeth, both as 
citizens and church-people, should share in her Dedication and 
Consecration at her Coronation; or on Coronation Sunday 
(May 31) we should receive the Sacrament with the special in- 
tention of becoming worthy of our Royal priesthood, and of 
receiving grace with our Queen towards making this Realm ‘a 
holy nation,’ a people for God’s own possession.” 


This is coming very close to the Anglo-Israel viewpoint, 
with its vision of a dedicated race and nation. It is a 
modern ecclesiastical echo of the original prophetic proc- 
lamation made in B.c. 1491 to the Israel people, three 
months after their exodus from Egypt: 
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“‘Now if you will listen to My voice, and keep My laws, then 
you shall be to Me a peculiar People, more than all the Peoples 
of the earth. And you shall be to Me a Royal Priesthood, and a 
Holy Nation.” (Ex. 19: 5-6, Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


“These are the words which thou shalt speak unto the children 
of Israel,” was the Divine injunction to Moses, and they 
give us a glimpse of the Divine plan of which the Corona- 
tion symbolism is a reflection. Ecclesiastical confusion 
could be dissolved quite easily with the simple recognition 
of the fact that the Divine plan necessitates an Elect Race 
in addition to the “election of grace” (or ecclessia) within 
the Race (or ethne). 

Meanwhile, Lady Hardinge adds her contribution to 
the general topic: 


“The Queen comes to the Throne on the death of her father, 
but the Coronation signifies that she reigns by the will of the 
people. This ‘adoptive’ principle is ratified in the Abbey Service 
in a solemn covenant equally binding on Crown and people.” 


To which the Central Office of Information adds the 
official confirmation: 


“Robed and crowned and carrying the Orb and Sceptre, the 
Queen walks among her people. All of them have been crowned 
in her, for, in the deep mystery that has been solemnized, the 
Queen is the people, and the people are the Queen.” 


As the Bishop of Chichester affirms: 


“The Coronation Service presupposes not only a Christian 
sovereign but a Christian State. Thus, having anointed the 
Queen with oil, the Archbishop prays that ‘after a long and 
glorious course of ruling a temporal kingdom wisely, justly and 
religiously, you may at last be made partaker of an eternal king- 
dom,’ and as he gives her the Orb set under the Cross, he bids 
her remember ‘that the whole world is subject to the Power and 
Empire of Christ, our Redeemer.’ ” 


Thus, in this ceremony, Church and State are envisaged 
as functioning in unity as they should do in actuality in 
the national life. And but for the fact of national redemp- 
tion, any attempt to identify the people in such a dedica- 
tion would be abortive. For Christ died not only as Saviour 
of the world, but also as Redeemer of His People Israel. 
By virtue of this national redemption, they have been 
brought back into covenant relationship with God and 
God can use the people as an instrument in the fulfillment 
of His purposes. 

In her well-known book, Lady Hardinge describes the 
function of kingship as being that of “‘Guardian of the humble 
folk,”’ and one of the most dramatic moments in the Coro- 
nation ceremonial occurs immediately after the Monarch 
has taken the Sword —representing the principle of 
Force as a trust — from the Altar, the cry goes up: “‘ Who 
will guard us against the Guardians?” and the reply comes: 
“Each other.”? As Walter Elliot describes it: 


“The King and the Council and the people are all met to- 
gether, and swear a mutual oath. The oath is taken at the same 
place from which the Sword has been taken: at the Altar. For 
the King and Council and people have in mind something out- 
side them all to which they all owe allegiance; this responsibility 
also the King accepts.” 


Significantly enough, in this connection, Ferrar Fenton 
renders the familiar “‘And kings shall be thy nursing fathers, 
and their queens thy nursing mothers’? of Isaiah’s message to 
Israel in the Isles as: “And Kings be your Guardians, and 
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Queens be your nurses.’ (isa. 49: 23.) The somewhat startling 
suggestion that kings and queens should bow down to the 
people with their face to the earth and lick up the dust of 
their feet is a poetic way of insisting that guardians are 
expected to humbly serve those who are in a more humble 
station of life than themselves. If we follow up the clues in 
the Psalms and the Prophet Micah, we find that the mo- 
tive inspiring this humility is “‘the fear of the Lord,’ or what 
the Coronation Service itself defines as “‘the spirit of Thy 
Holy Fear,” thus showing that guardians should be moved 
by a spirit of awe and reverence for God so that they may 
express something of that unwavering, single-minded, per- 
sistent, unchanging devotion which God Himself directs 
in love towards His people. 


A Conception of Discipleship 


This is the answer to those who think that Royalty in- 
evitably implies someone who wants to lord it over them. 
The British conception of kingship, however, approxi- 
mates closely to the Biblical conception of discipleship, 
as is evidenced when compared with our Lord’s words 
to His disciples: 


“Ye know that the princes of the Gentiles exercise dominion 
over them, and they that are great exercise authority upon them. 
But it shall not be so among you: but whosoever will be great 
among you, let him be your minister; and whosoever will be chief 
among you, let him be your servant: even as the Son of man 
came not to be ministered unto, but to minister, and to give his 
life a ransom for many.” (Matt. 20: 25-28.) 


In The Path of Kings, Lady Hardinge writes with pene- 
trating insight when she proclaims: 


“In the Coronation, the life from the days of the Bible, through 
Saxon and mediaeval times, through change and chance, 
through the dedication of brave men and women, through ro- 
mance and conflict, adversity and success, is brought down to 
us here and now, and into everyday life. The dedication of the 
sovereign is accompanied by splendid pageantry, although the 
everyday life which springs from this hour is as humdrum as 
anyone else’s. The all-embracing philosophy of the Coronation 
Service offers to all mankind an opportunity to present and dedi- 
cate their work, and the Service says this for us. It is for us to 
act on this dedication in our own lives, 

“It is the Fatherhood of God that makes men brothers; that 
makes the master and servant one. This is what we believe and 
in the East among creeds other than our own, the thought is 
shared with us. In the Service the words are spoken: ‘All the ends 
of the world shall remember themselves and be turned unto the Lord and 
all the kindreds of nations shall worship before Him!” 

“The ancient peoples of the East understand very readily the 
symbolism of the Coronation; if it were mere show, it would be 
useless, no more than fancy dress. In fact, it is the sacred vigil 
before the task of life. They understand this juxtaposition of 
brotherhood and hierarchy well in Eastern countries.” 


The Ministry of Kingship 

Far more is involved in the Ministry of Kingship than 
is imagined in modern times, although the more spiritually- 
minded prelates of olden times understood it quite clearly. 
When Henry III, in a.p. 1246, inquired of the Bishop of 
Lincoln as to the virtue of the royal anointing, he received 
a superb exposition on the Sevenfold Gift of the Holy 
Spirit, concluding in the following words: 

“. . . also with the spirit of Understanding by which the 
order of the company of Angels can be discerned; and lastly, by 
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the gift of Wisdom, by which we attain a clear knowledge of 
God, so that he [the sovereign] may be a pattern to the order of 
the world and the order of the Angels; and at last, following the 
eternal laws, written according to the eternal purpose of God, 
by which He rules the whole creation, may rule in order the 
State, subject to Him.” 


In Britain recently there has been quite a controversy 
in the daily press on the subject of angels, the majority of 
the laity (and even unbelievers) being for the angels and 
the majority of the clergy being either neutral (“‘a beau- 
tiful idea but not to be taken literally, of course!”’) or 
against. 

In fact, one Bishop went so far as to suggest that, if we 
were intellectually honest, we would admit that no one 
really knows whether or not angels exist! All of which is 
somewhat quixotic in view of the fact that we live in the 
times when the angels are about to carry out a major 
mopping-up operation on this troubled planet. 

Irrespective of what anyone thinks, the fact remains 
that the angels are an integral part of the Kingdom, as it 
is written: 

“The Lord hath prepared his throne in the heavens; 

And his kingdom ruleth over all. 

Bless the Lord, ye his angels, that excel in strength, 

That do his commandments, hearkening unto the voice of his 

word, 

Bless ye the Lord, all ye his hosts; 

Ye ministers of his, that do his pleasure.” (Ps. 103: 19-21.) 


Moreover, wheresoever the Lord of hosts is, there are 
the Hosts of the Lord, for the King of the Kingdom is 
inseparable from the angelic hosts, to which both Mark 
(8: 38) and Luke (9:26 & 12: 8-9) abundantly testify, 
as follows: 


“Whosoever therefore shall be ashamed of me and of my 
words in this adulterous and sinful generation; of him also shall 
the Son of man be ashamed, when he cometh in the glory of his 
Father with the holy angels.” 

‘Also I say unto you, Whosoever shall confess me before men, 
him shall the Son of man also confess before the angels of God: 
But he tha. denieth me before men shall be denied before the 
angels of God.” 


If modernist-minded clergy do not like the conception, 
there is nothing they can do about it, so they might as 
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well accept it. Esdras — who wrote and lived nearly a 
thousand years before the New Testament was written — 
is even more emphatic in recording his witness to the in- 
separability of God and His angels. Thus he declares: 


“And when your sins are brought forth, ye shall be ashamed 
before men, and your own sins shall be your accusers in that 
day. What will ye do? Or how will ye hide your sins before God 
and his angels?”’ (II Esdras 16: 65-66.) 


The time is coming when we will be forced by circum- 
stances to acknowledge these transcendant truths as facts, 
not fancies, of everyday life and rise to a full and vivid 
sense of our true responsibilities. A great awakening is 
coming, although the majority may see little tangible 
evidence of it. But as Isaiah dramatically describes the 
coming climax: 

“Yet My Race shall acknowledge My Power, on the day 
when I come, and exclaim, ‘Here I am!’” (Isa. 52:6, Ferrar 
Fenton Trans.) 


Ministers of God 


Now the Israel people are described as “a people for 
action” and the time is coming when the prophecy of 
Isaiah must be fulfilled, in which it is predicted: “Ye shall 
be named the Priests of the Lord: men shall call you the Ministers 
of our God” (Isa. 61: 6). As a people we would rather do 
great deeds than dream about them all day long. How 
can we transform this great ideal into practical action? 
We speak of Government Departments as Ministries and 
chief executives in the Government as Ministers, but to 
raise the performance of bureaucrats and politicians to 
the level of Ministers of God and Priests of the Lord is 
going to require the transmutation of worldly wisdom into 
angelic wisdom if it is to become effective. 

All these things are in process of development and, 
luckily for us and for the world, the responsibility for the 
direction of such developments is in higher hands than 
human. Thus the vision unfolds as Isaiah sees it: 


“Of the increase of his government and peace there shall be 
no end, upon the throne of David, and upon his kingdom, to 
order it, and to establish it with judgment and with justice from 
henceforth even for ever. The zeal of the Lord of hosts will per- 
form this.” (Isa. 9: 7.) 


Ferrar Fenton renders the same passage thus: 


“Now endless Order and Peace shall spread 
O’er David’s Kingdom and throne; 

To build and secure by Justice and Right, 
From now to eternal Time! 

This, the Power of the Lord of Hosts will do!” 


So when you watch the Coronation Service on your TV 
set or listen in to the service by radio, give a thought to 
the marvelous panorama of events, historic and prophetic, 
human and cosmic, in which all these things are involved. 
And offer up a prayer for Divine blessing upon the Throne 
of David when the great West Doors of Westminster 
Abbey open to Elizabeth II — as they opened to her 
father and to Elizabeth I — and she hears, as they heard 
in their day and generation, the welcome of King David’s 
anthem: “‘J was glad when they said unto me, we will go into 
the House of the Lord.” And note the significance in the fact 
that at the point in the service where the sovereign is ac-

lore which has captured the 

hearts of young and old alike is 
the story of “Snow-white.” It is a 
story most of us were told in our child- 
hood and we readily recall the ecstasy 
we felt as we were stirred by its imag- 
inative happenings; its hidden mystic 
meaning held for us a strange fascina- 
tion which we could not quite analyze. 

The charm is there yet. It is a story 
we can never forget. It has a staying 
power which permeates and lingers 
in the mind of the hearer. What is the 
magic of this age-old story and the 
secret of its appeal? Why is it today 
still so universally popular? 

It was the fact of its great popularity 
that led Walt Disney to select it for 
his first movie cartoon story in color, 
titled “Snow-white and the Seven 
Dwarfs,” and to immortalize it for- 
ever in the hearts of millions. Not only 
in our land, but particularly in Eu- 
rope, as well as in other lands, the 
moving picture continues to be a 
favorite. 

Mankind can be particularly grate- 
ful to the two brothers, Wilhelm and 
Jakob Grimm, for the preservation of 
this tale among many others in the 
folklore of the early Saxon people. 
They have written it down for us in 
its pure untainted form, just as it 
came from the mouths of the peasantry 
of their native Hanau and Hesse in 
Germany. Working together, these 
two brothers have done a service to 
humanity which has not been fully 
appreciated. For hidden within the 
story can be found countless messages, 
meanings which are carried beneath 
the surface of the words themselves, 
meanings for you and me. 

Within the fabric of this fanciful 
tale of a queen’s daughter, who was 
turned out of her palace by a jealous 
stepmother and left to wander in the 
woods, is woven the story of the House 
of Israel! It is the same story told in the 
Book of Revelation and in II Esdras, 
retold in fairy-tale form. Only the 
symbology is changed; the message is 
the same. For this fairy tale does in- 
deed carry a message, and a familiar 
one to those who have made a thor- 
ough study of the Bible and of the 
wanderings of the House of Israel. 
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This simple fairy tale, passed down 
to us from lip to lip in the fashion of 
ancient Israel, tells to us in vibrant 
imagery the adventures of a wandering 
Israel (Snow-white) and her migra- 
tion out of Assyria across the “wilder- 
ness” of northern Europe through 
northern Germany and on to England. 
Born of the womb of Israel wisdom, 
it carries with it the message of the 
prophets of old. It is the prophecies 
of Isaiah, of Jeremiah, of Daniel and 
of John the Disciple wrapped up in 
one. 

An early Saxon seer (a true son-of- 
Isaac), knowing the punishment pro- 
nounced by God upon His people, 
passed along to us, by word of mouth, 
the story of Israel and her destiny. 
The story delights the ears of children, 
yet for those “‘who have ears to hear 
and eyes to see” there is an inner and 
deeper meaning. This seer, whatever 
his name, may stand next to John the 
Disciple, so intimate is his theme with 
that of Jesus as written down by John 
and known as the Book of Revelation. 
Let us look, then, at the story and 
see what it holds for us today. 

Most readers of the Bible are fa- 
miliar with the misfortunes of the 
tribes of Israel, misfortunes brought 
down upon themselves by their own 
disregard of God’s laws. Moses had 
transmitted to them a set of command- 
ments at Mt. Sinai, a set of laws by 
which God wished them to live. Dis- 
obeying them, Israel was compelled 
to endure the seven “‘times”’ of punish- 
ment (2520 years). This period of 
punishment began for the House of 
Israel with the capture of Samaria in 
740 s.c. by Tiglath-Pileser III and for 
the House of Judah in 580 B.c. with 
the capture of Jerusalem by Nebu- 
chadnezzar and the Babylonians. 

In Snow-white we recognize Israel. 
In Isaiah 1: 18 we find a clue to the 
meaning of her name: 


*“Come now, and let us reason together, 
saith the Lord: though your sins be as 
scarlet, they shall be as white as snow; 
though they be red like crimson, they 
shall be as wool.” 


In Isaiah’s 54th chapter we see 
Israel represented as a woman: 


‘Fear not; for thou shalt not be ashamed: 
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neither be thou confounded; for thou shalt 
not be put to shame: for thou shalt forget 


the shame of thy youth. ... For the 
Lord hath called thee as a woman forsaken 
and grieved in spirit... . For a small 


moment have I forsaken thee; but with 
great mercies will I gather thee.” (Isa. 54: 
4, 6-7.) 


In the story Snow-white is a young 
and exceedingly beautiful princess, 
beautiful enough for the stepmother 
queen to be very jealous. The wicked 
queen is easily recognized as Rome, 
or the Roman Papacy, described in 
Revelation variously as “Sodom,” 
“Egypt,” and “Babylon” (Rev. 11: 8 
and 14: 8). 

In the Bible Israel is often likened 
to a woman, most often by Isaiah and 
very definitely by Hosea (Hosea 2). 
In the Song of Songs we read of the 
yearning heart of the young maid 
(Israel) for the marriage day with the 
Lord. In Chapter 3 we read her an- 
nouncement: 


**I will rise now, and go about the city 
in the streets, and in the broad ways I 
will seek him whom my soul loveth: I 
sought him, but I found him not. The 
watchmen that go about the city found me 
[recognized me]: to whom I said, Saw ye 
him whom my soul loveth?” (Song of Sol. 
3: 2-3.) 


The most positive description of 
Israel as a woman occurs in the 12th 
Chapter of Revelation: 


*‘And there appeared a great wonder in 
heaven; a woman clothed with the sun, 
and the moon under her feet, and upon 
her head a crown of twelve stars.” (Rev. 
12: 1.) 


The twelve stars stand for the 
twelve tribes of Israel, as also they 
stand for the twelve signs of the zodiac, 
each constellation a sign for the stand- 
ard of each tribe. In the sixth verse of 
this chapter in Revelation we have the 
basis of the analogy of Snow-white 
(Israel) wandering through the forest, 
having been released by the mercy of 
the huntsman sent by the queen to 
kill her: 


“And the woman fled into the wilder- 
ness, where she hath a place prepared of 
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God, that they should feed her there a 
thousand two hundred and threescore 
days.” (Rev. 12: 6.) 


The place prepared of God was, 
primarily, England and is identified 
in our story as the “cottage” owned 
by the dwarfs. The islands of Great Brit- 
ain are famed for their cottages, and 
also linked with this land are the 
activities of the dwarfs and the “little 
people” who inhabit the trees and the 
earth there. 

“They” in the passage above quoted 
are synonymous with the seven dwarfs, 
who lived in the cottage in the woods, 
a refuge for Snow-white. In this connec- 
tion read also II Esdras 13: 40-44, 
and also Isaiah 42:12. The “‘isles” of 
the west, or Britain, offered the wan- 
dering tribes of Israel the refuge they 
needed. After lengthy journeying they 
gradually arrived, protected by the 
“angel ascending from the east, hav- 
ing the seal of the living God: and he 
cried with a loud voice to the four 
angels, to whom it was given to hurt 
the earth [Rome] and the sea [her 
subject colonies], saying, Hurt not the 
earth, neither the sea, nor the trees, 
till we have sealed the servants of our 
God in their foreheads” (Rev. 7: 2-3).* 

In the symbology used in the fairy 
tale the seven dwarfs are in actuality 
the Seven Churches. In the second and 
third chapters of Revelation the sym- 
bol used for the churches is the candle- 
stick (Rev. 1: 20), and the attributes 
of all Seven Churches are given. The 
ancient Saxon seer uses his “dwarfs” 
as symbols of the “‘churches” but, 
moreover, links them with Revelation 
by placing in their hands seven candle- 
sticks, when they came home and found 
Snow-white asleep in their beds. 


“When it was quite dark the owners of 
the cottage came back: they were seven 
dwarfs who dug and delved in the moun- 
tains for ore. They lit their seven candle- 
CB. woe 


Then they looked about to see who 
had entered their house. The symbols 
here are identical! That the seven 
dwarfs represent the Seven Churches 
is unmistakable. 

The first Christian church building 
erected in England was by the hands 
of Joseph of Arimathea in about the 
year 38 a.p. at Glastonbury. England 
was the first to recognize and adopt 
Christianity as its national religion.

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Churches sprang up all over England 
and Ireland and missionaries (con- 
trary to popular belief) were sent out 
from England to the continent and to 
Iceland. Thus the Church grew and 
gained strength under the protection 
of God’s angel, free from the treacher- 
ous treatment it was receiving in 
Jerusalem and Rome. The Church 
had been well established when the 
Israelites began to arrive in England. 
This period of immigration lasted 
many years. It did not fully end until 
the time of the Norman invasion in 
1066 a.D., although it was largely 
accomplished by the middle of the 
fifth century. 

In our story we will recall that the 
dwarfs said to Snow-white on her ar- 
rival, “If you will take care of our 
house, cook, make beds, wash, sew, 
and knit, and if you will keep every- 
thing neat and clean, you can stay 
with us and want for nothing.’’ What 
better description could there be of 
the busied activities of the children of 
Israel, building their new homes, till- 
ing their fields, building their towns 
and villages in faraway England, and 
all according to God’s plan! The 
Church and Israel had now begun to 
blend. The Olive tree, or Israel, and 
the Candlestick, or the Church, now 
stood as witnesses together of God’s 
truth upon earth, as described in 
Revelation 11: 3-4: 


“And I will give power unto my two 
witnesses, and they shall prophesy a thou- 
sand two hundred and threescore days, 
clothed in sackcloth. These are the two 
olive trees, and the two candlesticks stand- 
ing before the God of the earth.” 


Students of the Bible know that the 
two olive trees represent the two 
houses of Israel, the House of Judah 
and the House of Israel; and the two 
candlesticks represent that portion of 
the Church which shall experience 
the ascension in the closing days (Rev. 
11: 13). 

The period of mourning “in sack- 
cloth” is also described in the story 
of Snow-white. The sadness of the 
dwarfs when they found Snow-white 
had succumbed to the spell of the 
wicked queen corresponds with this 
passage in Revelation. Also, their in- 
ability to revive her the third time 
sounds a deep tone of sadness and re- 
morse. 

In the story Snow-white succumbs 
three times to the wiles of the jealous 
queen. The queen is thrice angry 





when she looks into her magic mirror 
and discovers that Snow-white is still 
alive and living in the forest with the 
dwarfs. While the dwarfs are away at 
work, she comes to the cottage dis- 
guised as an old peddler-woman, and 
beguiles Snow-white with her show of 
pretty things. 

Here the symbology is quite plain, 
alluding to the outer pomp and show 
of the pagan idolatry adopted into 
the Roman ritual. Buying some laces, 
Snow-white allows the old woman to 
lace her up. She is laced so tightly 
that she falls down as though dead. 

In history this episode corresponds 
with the sending of Theodore of Tarus 
to England by Pope Vitalian in 668 
A.D. As Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Theodore brought the Church into 
full obedience to the Pope at Rome, 
and quickly evangelized the whole of 
England. The services were ordered 
to be said in Latin by Pope Vitalian 
and the people of England were gradu- 
ally beguiled into the Roman form of 
worship. Israel, choked by false teach- 
ings and a display of gaudy trappings, 
“fell down as though dead.” 

On the return of the dwarfs (on the 
revitalizing of the Anglican Church) 
they were able to revive the stricken 
princess, loosening the laces. This 
awakening of Snow-white is drama- 
tized in English history by the passage 
of the Acts of Reformation by Parlia- 
ment and the Act of Supremacy, 
which made Henry VIII of England 
himself the head of the Church in 
England, rather than the Pope (1509 
A.D.). The Acts of Reformation stopped 
the flow of money from the churches 
out of England and into the pockets 
of the Pope, established that problems 
within the Church should be settled 
in English courts and gave the King 
the power to appoint his own bishops 
without consulting the Pope. In 1547, 
under Edward VI, England became 
even more thoroughly Protestant and 
abandoned crucifixes, images and 
other decorations which had been im- 
ported by the Church of Rome. A 
new prayer book was written in Eng- 
lish and its use was a requirement in 
all the churches in England. 

A second time the princess is over- 
come by the scheming queen, whose 
vanity prods her to try to destroy her 
rival by the use of a comb. This comb, 
placed in her hair, alludes to a second 
period in English history in which 
Rome regained power. Of what sig- 
nificance is the comb in the story? 
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Was not the hair the source ot 
strength, as discovered by Delilah in 
her scheme with the Philistines to de- 
stroy Samson? Snow-white’s hair rep- 
resents Israel’s spiritual strength; the 
comb placed in the hair by the wicked 
queen short-circuits that strength. The 
comb is also associated with Spain, 
being an important part of the hair- 
dress of the women of Spain. With 
these clues in mind, let us examine 
England’s history as it relates to Spain 
and Catholicism. 

In 1553 Edward VI died and his 
sister Mary Tudor, known as Bloody 
Mary, took the throne. Mary was a 
Catholic and offered an instrument 
whereby the Protestants of all England 
suffered punishment at the hands of 
the Pope. Mary made Parliament 
agree to repeal the Act of Supremacy 
and England again came under the 
domination of the Catholics. In order 
to strengthen the cause of the Roman 
Church, she married Philip II of 
Spain, also a Catholic, and began 
changing the ritual of the Church 
back to the Roman pattern. Hugh 
Latimer, Bishop of Worcester, and 
Nicolas Ridley, Bishop of Rochester, 
were burned at the stake and many 
Protestants gave up their lives as 
martyrs to the faith. It was a period of 
tense religious persecution, a purge of 
all those who opposed the Roman 
Church. 

England was saved from this second 
malady by the death of Mary Tudor 
and the ascension to the throne of 
Elizabeth. Elizabeth defied the Pope, 
refused to wed Philip who sought her 
hand, and returned England to the 
full Protestant faith as quickly as pos- 
sible. By the defeat of the huge Span- 
ish Armada, sent by Philip of Spain to 
subdue and punish her, Queen Eliza- 
beth was convinced that God was on 
her side. Under her reign England 
gained a national strength and a free- 
dom of worship which she had not 
enjoyed for many years. 

Thus, for the second time, the 
dwarfs (Church) are triumphant and 
Snow-white lives again. Happy and 
busy in her little cottage, she is ad- 
monished to stay strictly indoors and 
let no one into the cottage again. This 
aptly describes Britain’s policy begun 
by Elizabeth, a policy of detached 
aloofness from the wars and the dis- 
turbances on the Continent. 

Had she heeded the warning, Snow- 
white might have avoided the third 
malady, which was more deadly than 
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any that had preceded it. This was the 
“poisoned apple,” for which the 
dwarfs could find no cure, and Snow- 
white was placed in a glass case as 
though she were dead. Long she laid 
in a trance, and it remained for the 
Prince to come and, adoringly, behold 
her and carry her off with him. 

What was this third malady for 
which the dwarfs could find no cure? 
We get the answer by referring to 
Revelation 11: 7: 


“And when they shall have finished 
their testimony, the beast that ascendeth 
out of the bottomless pit shall make war 
against them, and shall overcome them, 
and kill them.” 


The death of the Witnesses paral- 
lels the death of Snow-white. In this 
state of death, the powers of the dwarfs 
(the Church) are of no avail. What 
Rome has been unable to accomplish 
by the use of the axe, and by burning 
the Witnesses at the stake, she now 
accomplishes by a more cunning and 
deceptive means. 

The jealous queen appears now in 
a new form, and polishes up a nice red 
apple to entice Snow-white. (How 
mindful of the apple that was offered 
Eve in the Garden of Eden!) Yes, she 
even takes a bite out of the apple her- 
self to prove its harmlessness. 

Though the apple appeared to be a 
good apple, it proved itself to be a 
poisoned apple. So do lies and decep- 
tions take on the form of truth. Athe- 
ism puts on a new cloak, and parades 
within the confines of the Church, 
“having a form of godliness, but de- 
nying the power thereof’ (II Tim. 
3: 5). By planned procedure, belief in 
the Bible, as the true and directly- 
inspired Word of God, is steadily un- 
dermined. Like an insidious disease 
germ, it worms its way inside and 
multiplies and spreads until the whole 
body is affected with its poison. 

First the Old Testament fell under 
attack. Then Higher Criticism leveled 
its guns next at the New Testament. 
An element of doubt was thrown in 
first. Men were given to question the 
validity of the Book. The function of 
the Holy Spirit, the great healing 
power of God, fell out of style with 
church-going men. The prophecies of 
the Bible were scoffed at, ignored. 
Quite gradually, the Bible has been 
belittled as being merely a collection 
of old Jewish legends and fables that 
have little or no relation to life today. 
By this subtle indoctrination Christians 





everywhere have been discouraged 
from reading the Bible. It was either 
beyond their ken, or unworthy of an 
intelligent consideration. 

Modernism in the Church today has 
spread like a poison in the minds of 
Christians, dulling their sensitivity to 
the quickening power of the Holy 
Spirit. In this case it was the mouth 
that was affected and this is the means 
through which the deadly mouthings 
of modernism are propagated. The 
Witnesses have suffered death more 
effectively than when they endured 
martyrdom. 

And so in our story, we find Snow- 
white lying in a glass case, beautiful 
but inanimate, asleep to the coming of 
the Prince. But the Prince does come. 
The Prince loves the Princess, even in 
her sleep. The finale of the story, 
which captures the heart and imagi- 
nation of every child who hears it, is 
the wondrous love of the Prince for the 
Princess, and his determination to take 
her away in her glass case. But by a 
miracle, the bite of poisoned apple falls 
out of her mouth, and Snow-white 
comes to life again. They are married 
and live happily ever after together. 

Here we see the similarity of the 
story with the 19th Chapter of Revela- 
tion, which describes the coming of 
the Prince upon a white horse, “‘and 
he that sat upon him was called Faith- 
ful and True” (Rev. 19: 11). And we 
read there also of the rejoicing at the 
marriage feast: 


‘Alleluia: for the Lord God omnipotent 
[the King] reigneth. Let us be glad and 
rejoice, and give honour to him: for the 
marriage of the Lamb is come, and his 
wife hath made herself ready. And to her 
was granted that she should be arrayed 
in fine linen, clean and white. . . . Blessed 
are they which are called unto the mar- 
riage supper of the Lamb.” (Rev. 19: 
6-9.) 


The message given to us, whether it 
be the story of Snow-white, or Jesus’ 
Revelation to John, is the same. We 
may come to several important con- 
clusions therefore: 

First, that one of the religious lead- 
ers of the tribes of Israel, while settled 
in Germany, framed the story of Snow- 
white. The purpose and the success of 
his endeavor have already been de- 
lineated. Secondly, that early Saxon 
folklore bears out the truth that Israel 
today is found in the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples, regardless of where 
they may be discovered upon the face 
of the earth. And finally, that God 
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moves in strange and mysterious ways 
His wonders to perform. He still has a 
gentle hand fixed upon Israel’s destiny, 
and upon all the overcomers. 

Israel is being prepared for the com- 
ing marriage ceremony, when the 
glorious Prince shall come and claim 
His bride. When that great day arrives 
all the world shall know about it and 
rejoice. May as many as possible have 
their marriage garments ready for the 
occasion so that they may enter in and 
enjoy it together. Then, indeed, shall 
the Prince and his Princess “live hap- 
pily ever after!”

We should move at once to bring to 
justice those subversives in our midst 
who are bent upon espionage and 
sabotage, as well as the evil men in 
the Kremlin who are responsible for 
so much suffering in the world today. 
If by such forthright action, world- 
wide war becomes inevitable, the re- 
sponsibility will rest upon the shoul- 
ders of those who, through their 
treachery, have made it so. God has 
given us the assurance that, when we 
do act in the defense of righteousness, 
He will fulfill His promise that through 





tempest and storm, and by fire and 
brimstone, He will visit our enemies 
and bring their armed aggression to 
an end. 


With God’s Help 


But before we will be able to move 
forward in this manner with confidence 
and courage, having the assurance of 
the blessing of the God of our forefa- 
thers on our undertaking, we must ex- 
perience a national spiritual awaken- 
ing accompanied by sincere repent- 
ance and a turning to God as a people. 
The story of Israel fighting against 
Amalek at Rephidim gives us the 
dramatic picture of Moses’ arms up- 
lifted to God, imploring Divine as- 
sistance, supported on each side by 
Aaron and Hur. When, as an obedient 
people, we seek help from God to save 
us from a foe who has rendered us 
powerless to overcome him, we have 
His promise that He will speedily 
respond: 

“The Lord saw with displeasure 
That there was no justice; 
And when he saw that there was no 
man — 
When he saw with amazement that there 
was none to interpose — 





His own arm helped him, 

His righteous might upheld him. 

He put on righteousness as a coat of mail, 

With the helmet of salvation on his head; 

He put on garments of vengeance for 

clothing, 

And wrapped himself in fury as a cloak.” 
(Isa. 59: 15-17, Smith @ Goodspeed Trans.) 

We are told in the record that, fol- 
lowing the utter rout of the hordes of 
Amalek, Moses built an altar to the 
Lord, naming it ehovah-nissi, the 
meaning of which is: “The Lord is 
my banner.” This reference to a 
“banner” or “‘standard” immediately 
brings Isaiah’s statement to mind: 

*‘When the enemy shall come in like a 
flood, the Spirit of the Lord shall lift up 
a standard against him.” (Isa. 59: 19.) 

In the end it will be the Lord God 
of Hosts who shall triumph and Isaiah 
says of Him: 

“According to their deeds, accordingly 
he will repay, fury to his adversaries, rec- 
ompence to his enemies.” (Isa. 59: 18.) 

But for His people the assurance of 
overwhelming victory lies in the prom- 
ise (Isa. 59: 20): ““And the Redeemer 
shall come to Zion, and unto them 
that turn from transgression in Jacob, 
saith the Lord.”

“Deceptive Propaganda» Tue waset or anti- 
Semitism has served as 
a most convenient tool for some time past to smear anyone 
whom the Synagogue of Satan (Rev. 2: 9) wishes to discredit 
in the eyes of the public. Few men in office are willing to 
face the ordeal such a labeling will mean in their public 
lives. The most disquieting fact, however, is that many 
Americans will accept ipso facto this derogatory smearing of 
prominent persons without question or investigation. By 
their failure to examine the motives behind the use of this 
type of slander, they but contribute to the very program 
that is aimed at the destruction of their own freedom. 

Whatever the leadership of the invisible government 
sponsors, no matter where the best interests of our nation 
lie, if there is any opposition to the proposed persons or 
program, the effective means to squelch it is to promptly 
raise the hue and cry of anti-Semitism. The methods used 
to secure the appointment of Anna M. Rosenberg as 
Assistant Defense Secretary under the Truman adminis- 
tration were a case in point. Not one of the statements 
about her Communist background was actually refuted, 
but the evidence against her was completely nullified by 
labeling those presenting it as anti-Semitic. The Senate of 
the United States immediately backed away from the case, 
for no politician feels he can risk this smear being aimed 
at him. 

Fulton Lewis, Jr., who has prided himself on being a 
fearless crusader against wrongdoing, commenced a vigor- 
ous Campaign against the selection of Mrs. Rosenberg. 
Then one evening he almost turned a backward somer- 
sault in profusely apologizing on his radio broadcast for 
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having opposed her appointment — which, by the way, 
had the backing of the Anti-Defamation League of the 
B’nai B’rith. In “Report By the Trouble Makers,” Des- 
TINY for July 1952 (pp. 227-8), inquiry was made as to 
what pressure was brought upon such a man as Fulton 
Lewis, Jr. to cause him to act like one who is suddenly 
afraid. 

But time has been working against the effectiveness of 
the continued use of the label of anti-Semitism, for during 
the last few years men began to realize that Communism 
and Zionism were going hand in hand. This close associa- 
tion of aims and purposes was becoming so well established 
that something had to be done about it. The public must 
be deceived about that partnership at all costs or else they 
would become too aware of the evil program sponsored by 
the leaders of the invisible government which has world 
control as its ultimate objective. As Mr. Robert H. Wil- 
liams has pointed out in his Jntelligence Summary for Decem- 
ber 1952: 


“As the West became increasingly aware that Communism 
is a Jewish power movement and related to Zionism, the men 
in the Kremlin, still Jewish-dominated, had to find some way 
to take the heat off the Jewish nationalists the world over so 
their agents and friends in both Communism and Zionism could 
have a clean bill of health and dig deeper into positions of power 
in the Western governments. 

‘Many readers will recall that the Intelligence Summary and my 
booklets have warned that, as war approached, the Kremlin 
would have to make the world believe Communism had turned 
anti-Jewish; the Kremlin would have to appear to persecute 
Jews. The fact that the Kremlin is now staging the ‘persecution’

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EVIEW of World Affairs

VIEW OF THE great changes which are now taking 

[ pe in Russia — upon which the most vital issues 

depend — it is necessary to recall the facts about 
Molotov, Malenkov, Beria, Bulganin and others. 

Everything Bulganin said at the Prague conference last 
year showed that he personally did not believe that the 
Western Powers could be knocked out with a surprise 
blow and he pleaded for more time and a continuance of 
the cold war. At that conference Molotov expressed dis- 
agreement with Bulganin’s views and argued that to 
postpone direct action would deprive Russia for ever of 
her chance of world conquest. Thus, it is known that, 
just before Stalin’s death, Molotov strongly favored direct 
aggressive action by Russia at the earliest possible date. 
The talks reached no decision and it is interesting to 
notice that neither Malenkov nor Beria expressed any 
view on the subject at all. Both remained silent. 

It is important to study Malenkov’s record. In 1919 at 
the age of eighteen, Malenkov volunteered for the Red 
Army. He served in the political department. He was 
efficient and brutal and was demobilized with the rank 
of a regimental political commissar. As army political 
officers worked in close collaboration with the secret po- 
lice, Malenkov gained considerable experience in police 
methods. 

At that time Stalin was struggling for power against 
Trotsky and it was very essential for him to have the stu- 
dents on his side. Malenkov, a staunch Stalinist, capable 
and well versed in secret police methods, rendered valu- 
able services to his master. He helped to eliminate Trot- 
sky’s influence in the students’ cells. Stalin maintained 
himself in power by terrorism reinforced with political 
blackmail and Malenkov organized the business of black- 
mailing in a most thorough and efficient manner. It is 
known that all the purges between 1925 and 1939 and all 
the big political trials of 1936-1938 were staged by him. 
After the war he was appointed chairman of the com- 
mittee “for reconstruction of liberated territories.” No 
official reports about it have ever been published. It is 
known, however, that Malenkov bears the chief responsi- 
bility for the mass murder and deportation of whole 
populations. 

Malenkov is a very fat, jovial man, but ill-mannered 
and extremely rude. There is more of the rabid Nazi than 
of the Communist internationalist in his psychology. He 
is essentially a man of ruthless action. Malenkov is a 
brutal, merciless and ruthless fanatic without any sense of 
moral responsibility for his actions. As such, he is an 
extremely dangerous man. He is quite prepared to take 
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big risks, and is intoxicated with a lust for power. He 
believes in world domination and will direct his energy 
and abilities towards this aim. A born intriguer, he is well 
versed in the methods of subversive Communist work in 
democratic countries. Beria, the head of the Soviet secret 
police and intelligence service, is his closest associate — 
although the two men hate each other personally. Never- 
theless, they exchange information and have, so far, 
worked together very effectively. 

Malenkov has worked out a highly complicated and 
efficient system of secret control, not only over the Com- 
munist Party and Soviet state affairs, but also over mem- 
bers of the party and administration. In spite of his super- 
ficial and artificial joviality, Malenkov is a very dangerous 
and sinister person. He does not trust anyone and does 
not expect anyone to trust him. He is feared and hated by 
practically everybody in Russia and, most of all, by high 
ranking Communist leaders. Moscow observers predict 
that, within the next twelve months, the struggle for power 
will assume an acute and critical form. Malenkov has had 
to placate both Molotov and Beria, but the relationships 
between the three are by no means good. It is probable 
that they all favor the same external policy — but they 
neither trust nor like each other. 

The fact that no open struggle occurred at the time of 
Stalin’s death should mislead no one. Some time ago, we 
received a report which contained a remarkable prophecy. 
It said: “There will be no open struggle for power, as 
some writers in the Western world seem to think and 
believe. The matter will be decided by the Political Bu- 
reau, the day Stalin passes on, and whomever the Bureau 
chooses will be introduced as Stalin’s only nominee. . . .” 
It should be remembered, too, that Malenkov’s enemies 
will watch him closely — trying to protect themselves 
by every device. They will do everything they can to 
strengthen themselves before Malenkov is fully established. 
They know, from Stalin’s methods, exactly what could 
happen to them, for Stalin was able to eliminate even his 
secret police chief. 


Russia’s Atomic Bombs 


Accorpine to a group of leading American scientists, 
the Russians now have at least 130 A-bombs, and these 
scientists reckon that by 1955 the number will have in- 
creased to 300. A leading French statesman has categori- 
cally informed us that the undisclosed estimate of the 
French authorities is 300. The French statesman who 
gave us this information is a man of high repute and wide 
knowledge and has very close contacts with military and 
other expert circles in France. Circumstantial evidence 
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strongly suggests that the French estimate is more likely 
to be right than that of the American scientists. It is, at 
last, abundantly plain that Mr. Truman’s statement that 
he did not think that Russia had an A-bomb at all was 
unfounded and irresponsible. The fact that Russia has a 
substantial stock-pile is accepted by all leading intelli- 
gence experts and by the most competent military ad- 
visers of the NATO Powers. 


America Stands Firm 


Daserre all the hopes of many European politicians that 
Mr. Dulles and the new administration did not really 
mean what they said in the election campaign, it is clear 
that America means business. Our information is that 
American public opinion, as a whole, is strongly united in 
absolute determination to seek a decision in the world 
crisis. It would be a profound mistake for Europe to mis- 
take America’s mood. 

Anyhow, America is determined and means business. 
Americans feel that they have had enough of Russia and 
they will not stand for any indefinite prolongation of her 
aggressions. This fact is of very great importance and, in 
our opinion, no one can divert America from her deter- 
mination to seize the initiative. The fact is that the Soviet 
setup is not going to be tolerated much longer, and the 
American mood is that, if Europe does not like her ideas, 
Europe can lump it. 

Despite the somewhat self-satisfied attitude of many 
Americans, F.B.I. and C.I.A. reports have indicated the 
potential dangers of Communist activities which might 
seriously hamper a war effort. Communism in the U.S.A. 
is much stronger than most people believe. The Commu- 
nist underground is still very powerful. It is led by highly 
competent professional revolutionaries who have, so far, 
evaded the F.B.I. It is headed by five men, all of whom 
live clandestinely. The head man is Henry Winston, a 
Negro born in 1911 in Hattiesburg, Mississippi. He is a 
lifelong Communist and is a most dangerous terrorist, 
entirely lacking in any kind of scruple, and a fanatical 
enemy of the U.S. The fact that these extremely dangerous 
men can escape the F.B.I. is, alone, sufficient proof of the 
power and efficiency of the Communist underground. 


Formosa 


Tue Nationalist forces in Formosa are very different from 
the beaten army of 1949. This is a political as well as a 
military reality, which must be taken into account in any 
appreciation of the position and possibilities in Asia. Cor- 
ruption has been tackled with considerable success. Soldiers 
have regained confidence in their officers. There is a com- 
munity of interest between different ranks of the army, 
which is almost without precedent in Chinese military 
history. On the other hand, reports from the mainland 
say that Mao Tse-tung’s armies are, more and more, ac- 
quiring the characteristics of the Nationalist armies before 
their defeat. Relative morale seems to have been reversed. 


South Korean Politics 


Korea will always have — as it always has had — great 
strategic importance. The trend of Korean politics is, 
therefore, of some moment. The first thing which must be 
understood in appreciating Korean politics is that — 
except for the Communists — there are no organized po- 
litical parties in anything like the Western sense. Political 
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factors are almost purely personal. Korean politics can, 
therefore, be understood only in the light of personalities. 
It is the attitudes of leaders which matter, rather than the 
programs of their more or less organized followers. Whether 
outsiders like it or not, Korea today is Syngman Rhee. 
His personal popularity is unrivalled. His will is para- 
mount. He will stay in office for as long as he cares to do 
so, and will be supported by all the essential elements of 
the population. Charges of graft and incompetence are 
exaggerated. There is no more graft in Korea than else- 
where in the East. In terms of the military situation, the 
administration of the country is not too bad. 


The Philippines 


Tre general situation has further improved since the 
publication of our last report. Security has continued to 
improve; communications — even by night — are much 
safer; with the removal of the immediate threat of civil 
war, business is prospering. The defeat of the Huks has 
been brought about partly through disunity amongst the 
leaders and partly by successful cutting of arms supply 
lines by American agencies. But probably the most impor- 
tant factor was the energy and organizing ability of 
Ramon Magsaysay, who was made War Minister in 
September 1950. 

The Huks once had 25,000 well-armed men and now 
number no more than about 4,000. Their command is 
completely disorganized. The whole general staff has been 
rounded up, through treachery in its own ranks. Access to 
the sea has been cut off and, with it, the supply of arms 
and ammunition. The final mopping up should take place 
this year. The government offensive is to be unrelenting. 
The Huks will be given no chance to get their breath, nor 
for isolated units to join up to form a larger force. Malaria 
also is fighting against the rebels. The government has es- 
tablished a tight control over medical supplies and most 
of the Huks are now defenseless against malaria. Some ob- 
servers say that casualties from malaria are much higher 
than battle casualties. 


Great Britain 


Odor information is that for Britain to quit the Canal 
Zone, so soon after loss of face in Persia and undoubted 
retreat over the Sudan, would have a weakening effect all 
over the Middle East. There can be no doubt about that. 
British reactions are more questionable. It is possible that, 
if British public opinion were faced with complete with- 
drawal, followed by serious consequences, Mr. Eden’s 
position might be gravely weakened. 

To the informed minority, the whole state of affairs — 
Mau Mau, Korea, Malaya, Indo-China, Egypt and 
Persia; the shooting down of allied military aircraft and 
threats to a civil aircraft; the compromising attitude of the 
foreign office over the Burgess-Maclean affair — spells 
weakness, irresolution and the preliminaries of a major 
disaster.

Part VIII 
Days of Soviet Russia Are Numbered 


RE IS WIDE agreement among prophetic students 
that the northern power described as “Gog” in 
Ezekiel, chapters 38 and 39, represents Soviet Rus- 

sia, and that the time for the fulfillment of this prophecy is 
at hand. 

With this in mind, and in view of the immensely im- 
portant part now being played by Russia in world affairs, 
it has seemed strange that this vast Communistic system 
has not appeared more prominently in the Time Schedule 
we are now considering. Where, then, does Soviet Russia 
come in? 

The withdrawal of Stalin from active direction of Rus- 
sian policy — an event which may fundamentally alter 
the world situation — has brought added interest to the 
question. 

A study of the original text of “Gog . . . chief prince of 
Meshech and Tubal” (Ez. 38:2) shows the Hebrew of 
“chief prince” to be “nasi rosh”’ and, as “Rosh” is the old 
form for Russia, this would seem to suggest some form of 
Nazi-Russian combination. Be that as it may, it is very 
remarkable that in the day periods and Great Pyramid 
Chronograph the principal periods found operating for 
both Germany and Russia are 666 and 7290. 


666 


The number of the “Beast’”—the name given in 
Revelation to a complex anti-Christian world system — is 
666. This embraces a giant military power of whom it is 
said, “‘Who is able to make war with him?” (Rev. 13: 4.) 


“Here is wisdom. Let him that hath understanding count the 
number of the beast: for it is the number of a man; and his 
number is six hundred threescore and six.” (Rev. 13: 18.) 


Dr. E. W. Bullinger, writing in 1894, said: ““The word 
pseephizo means more than “‘to count”; it means “to com- 
pute,” or “to calculate.” The number indicates: 


‘The culmination of man’s opposition to God.” 

“Satanic guidance.” 

“The perfection of imperfection.” 

While 666 no doubt serves in many ways as an identifi- 
cation mark, it obviously does so as a day period.

Prophecy shows that the military aspect of the “Beast”’ 
would be a Desolator, or succession of desolating powers — 
“The Abomination of Desolation” (Matt. 24: 15) — that 
would desolate world systems that become corrupt and an 
abomination to God. The time-mark of this Desolator, 
given in Daniel 12: 11, is 1290 days. 

During the last 40 years, both Germany and Russia, as 
great military powers, have exhibited these two numbers as 
day periods and in two world wars have demolished and 
undermined much that has pertained to the present world 
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order. But the final phase of this demolition is yet to come. 
Let us first consider how these periods, 666 and 1290, 
have run out in recent history. 


Kaiserism 

It was one evening in January 1918, we well remember, 
when Mr. F. M. Lawson suggested that Germany under 
the Kaiser’s rule, as well as the Kaiser himself, bore the 
mark of the Beast. At first it sounded fantastic, but the 
evidence proved too remarkable to be lightly dismissed. 

What impressed us most, if we remember rightly, was 
that hostilities in the war had begun on the very day the 
Kaiser had completed the 666th month of his life. That 
666th month, in fact, had begun the day the Austrian 
Archduke had been assassinated in Serbia, June 28, 1914, 
and ended July 28, the day Austria had declared war on 
Serbia. 

As the birth date of the Kaiser presents no uncertainty 
(it was January 27, 1859), the 666th month of his life 
ended July 28, 1914:

Later, it was observed that 1290-day periods also were 
running out, as, for example, the following: 

Germany declared war on Russia on August 1, 1914.

Hitlerism 


When writing Divine Time Measures (published October 
1933) we noticed that 1290 days from Hitler’s election to 
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power, March 5-6, 1933, would expire September 15-16, 
1936 — the important date in the Great Pyramid given 
for the entrance into the King’s Chamber. What this 
might imply we did not know, but we did wonder whether 
it signified that Hitler likewise had a part to play as 
Desolator. 

Another astonishing thing later learned was that Sep- 
tember 16, 1936, would complete the 26th period of 666 
days from Hitler’s birth, April 20, 1889! 

Did anything of real significance occur on that much 
advertised Great Pyramid date? The rule is, of course, 
that events at the close of a prophetic period bear appro- 
priate relation to those at the beginning; hence, on Sep- 
tember 15-16, 1936, something should have been wit- 
nessed of outstanding import to Hitler and his rise to 
power as Desolator. 

Many, when the day came, perceiving nothing sensa- 
tional, began to decry the revelation of the Great Pyramid 
as a delusion. Others saw events which amply confirmed 
expectations. 

During the week which ended September 15, 1936, the 
great Nazi Congress at Nuremberg had occurred. Here, 
for having “re-established German military supremacy,” 
Hitler was acclaimed “the saviour and deliverer of the 
German race.” On the 14th a great display of Germany’s 
armed strength was witnessed, when, for the first time, 
“the war banners of the new Reich” were flown. All this 
seemed a portent of things to come.

It was at the completion of 28 periods of 666 days from 
his birth that Hitler at last emerged in his true colors as 
Beast and Desolator. On that day, May 10, 1940, he 
launched his Blitzkrieg and said in a message to his army: 
“The Hour has come! The fight which begins today will 
determine Germany’s future for the next thousand years.” 

Was it coincidence that, in his farewell broadcast as 
Prime Minister the same night, Neville Chamberlain 
should have referred to Hitler as a “‘wild beast’? “We 
must fight and work until this wild beast that has sprung 
out of his lair is finally disarmed and overthrown.” 

More than one newspaper the following day had as a 
caption to its leading article, ““The Wild Beast.” “‘Can- 
didus,” in the Daily Sketch, for example, began: ““The 
Blonde Beast marches on, with fangs bared.”” The Daily 
Telegraph said: ‘““The monster which is Nazidom has now 
thought it timely to throw aside the last shred of pretence 
or disguise from its true character and purpose.”

Stalinism 

Lord Ismay, Secretary-General of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, said in New York recently that he 
would be surprised if any change in Soviet policy would 
follow Stalin’s death. He said, “‘I never got the impression 
that Stalin was a dictator in the sense that Hitler and 
Mussolini were. I felt he was part of a caucus.” He 
added that Stalin was completely ruthless, with only two 
thoughts: the spread of Communism and the safety of 
Russia. 

A study of the day periods relating to Stalin and Soviet 
Russia appear to convey the same idea, viz., that, although 
Stalin is dead, Stalinism — its policy and plans for the 
future — is not. 

Once again, we discover, as in the case of Kaiserism and 
Hitlerism, that the chief starting-point is the birth date 
of its figurehead. Stalin was born on December 21, 1879, 
which we notice ties up in ways truly remarkable with the 
end of the King’s Chamber, August 19-20, 1953. (Accord-

ing to Mr. David Davidson the exact time to a minute 
when the South Wall of the King’s Chamber will be 
reached is 45 minutes after midnight. Hence it shows it as 
between the 19th and 20th of August.)

kingdom.” Biblical scholars are agreed 
that these expressions are synonymous. 

“Seek ye first the kingdom of God,” 
Jesus admonished His disciples. We 
have been accustomed to interpreting 
this command in terms of priority 
only; we have supposed that Jesus was 
merely stressing the fact that we should 
give spiritual things precedence over 
material interests. While this matter of 
priority is clearly implied in the state- 
ment, we believe there is another point 
which is particularly important in its 
bearing on the present confusion re- 
garding the Kingdom of God. How, 
for instance, can one give precedence 
to a kingdom if he does not know where 
it is or what it is? How can one discuss 
intelligently the nature and purpose of 
a kingdom if he does not know where 
to find it? 

Undoubtedly the essential thing for 
our muddled generation is to seek first 
the location of the kingdom proclaimed 
in the Gospels. Where is it? Professor 
Henry Drummond’s answer in the 
latter half of the nineteenth century is 
still generally accepted among the- 
ologians. He said: “Geography tells us 
where to find places. Where is the 
kingdom of God? . . . The kingdom 
of God is within you.” 

A recent news item reporting the 
dedication of a church building began 
with the statement that hundreds of 
worshipers filled the handsome new 
church on Sunday afternoon “to hear 
the minister dedicate the sanctuary 
and tell them ‘the kingdom of God is 
in our hearts.’ ” 

Not long ago we attended a church 
which features in its printed program 
“A Moment of Quiet Meditation.” 
In itself the idea of pausing during the 
service for reflection is quite com- 
mendable. However, the paragraph 
suggested for meditation that Sunday 
morning read as follows: 

“‘When we pray, “Thy kingdom come,’ 
there is a danger that we fail to grasp the 
full content of what Jesus meant. The 
word ‘kingdom’ is rather vague so far as

its spiritual implications are concerned, 
and to the modern mind there come cer- 
tain wrong associations, such as crowns, 
rulers, scepters and pageantry. Very often 
the ‘kingdom,’ it seems, has no application 
to contemporary life. Suppose that when 
we pray we substitute ‘the rule of love’ or 
‘world fraternity’ or ‘human brotherhood’ 
for ‘kingdom’ and see what it does for the 
prayer and for us. After all, Christ’s King- 
dom is not to begin in some far-distant 
place after death; it is within us and mani- 
fest in terms of justice, love and truth in 
human relationships.” 

In the paragraph above the min- 
ister says that when we pray, “Thy 
kingdom come,” there is danger that 
we fail to grasp the full content of 
what Jesus meant. Yet the minister 
himself failed to note what Jesus actu- 
ally said. Jesus did not tell His dis- 
ciples to pray, ““Thy kingdom come — 
Thy will be done — in your hearts”’; 
but He did tell us to pray, ““Thy king- 
dom come — Thy will be done — in 
earth.” How could the Master have 
made it plainer that His Kingdom is to 
come on earth? He instructs us to pray 
that it may come in fullness here as it is 
in heaven. The heavenly order, where 
God reigns, is to be our pattern for the 
earthly order of life and government. 

“After all,” the minister says, 
“Christ’s Kingdom is not to begin in 
some far-distant place after death; it is 
within us and manifest in terms of 
justice, love and truth in human rela- 
tionships.”” This statement illustrates 
the utter confusion among Christian 
leaders when speaking of the Kingdom. 
The first part of the sentence is true; for 
the Kingdom does, indeed, begin to 
manifest itself in the earth and not in 
some far-off place in the heavens. But 
the second part is not in agreement 
with the location of the Kingdom as 
stated in the Lord’s Prayer; further- 
more, it fails to distinguish between 
the fruits of the Kingdom and the 
Kingdom itself. 

The minister declares also that the 
word “‘kingdom”’ is rather vague so far 
as its spiritual implications are con- 
cerned. We suggest that this is true 
only to the extent that men spiritualize 
the word “kingdom” — a word which 
the Bible uses in a very real and ma- 
terial sense. There is nothing vague 
about the Kingdom of God as it is 
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presented in the Scriptures; the vague- 
ness is in the minds of Christians who 
fail to understand what the Bible actu- 
ally teaches about the location and 
nature of the kingdom. 

“It is safe to say that no other statement 
in the Bible is so misunderstood and mis- 
applied as the words of Jesus in Luke 17: 21, 
“The kingdom of God is within you.’ These 
seven words have been used to nullify 
completely the cosmic concept of the 
Kingdom which is clearly delineated in the 
Scriptures from Genesis to Revelation. 
When Jesus spoke these words He was 
talking to the Pharisees. Did He tell these 
men, His avowed enemies, that the King- 
dom of God was in their evil hearts? The 
thought is incredible. Jesus said to the 
Pharisees, the Kingdom is ‘among you’ or 
‘in your midst,’ as suggested in the marginal 
reading, and as it is translated by Dr. 
James Moffatt. It was hidden from them 
because of their blindness, but it was cer- 
tainly in their midst, for they stood in the 
presence of the King Himself, and beside 
Him stood twelve men, eleven of whom 
would occupy thrones in the restored King- 
dom.” (An Emerging Civilization,* pp. 
200-201.) 

According to the paragraph for 
meditation, there comes to the modern 
mind “certain wrong associations, such 
as crowns, rulers, scepters and pag- 
eantry.” Before concluding that these 
associations are wrong, let us see if 
they are justified by the Scriptures. In 
Exodus 19, we read about a people 
with whom God made a covenant. He 
called these people “‘a peculiar treas- 
ure” and said of them, “Ye shall be 
unto me a kingdom of priests, and an 
holy nation.”” The people sealed this 
covenant with a pledge of obedience 
to God, and by so doing, they became 
in a very real sense the Covenant Race 
of God’s Kingdom and the exponents 
of His Government on the earth. 

Later David was chosen as the 
progenitor of a Royal House in Israel. 
The Lord sent Nathan the Prophet to 
David with this message: 

“T took thee from the sheepcote, from 
following the sheep, to be ruler over my 
people, over Israel. . . . And thine house 
and thy kingdom shall be established for

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ever before thee: thy throne shall be estab- 
lished for ever.” (II Sam. 7: 8 & 16.) 

All will agree that David’s kingdom 
and throne were instituted on earth; 
no one has ever argued that they 
existed in a spiritual sense only, or that 
they are to be found in heaven. Yet 
God says of David’s literal, earthly 
kingdom and throne, “Thy kingdom 
shall be established for ever — thy 
throne shall be established for ever.” 

A Bible student might be excused 
for overlooking these statements if they 
were mentioned only in II Samuel 7. 
But they are repeated many times in 
various books of the Bible. The dur- 
ability of God’s covenant with David 
is the theme of the 89th Psalm: 


“I have made a covenant with my 
chosen, I have sworn unto David my serv- 
ant, Thy seed will I establish for ever, and 
build up thy throne to all generations. 
. . » My covenant will I not break, nor 
alter the thing that is gone out of my lips. 
Once have I sworn by my holiness that I 
will not lie unto David. His seed shall en- 
dure for ever, and his throne as the sun 
before me.” (Ps. 89: 3-4; 34-36.) 


Jeremiah bears witness to the same 
truth by declaring that David’s house, 
kingdom and throne will endure as 
long as day and night and the ordi- 
nances of heaven and earth remain. 
He declares also that the holy king- 
dom which God founded at Sinai will 
not cease from being a nation before 
Him as long as the sun, moon and 
stars give light by day and night. 
(See Jer. 31 and 33.) 

Isaiah declares that Christ will per- 
petuate David’s kingdom and throne; 
thereby he gives striking evidence that 
the Kingdom of our Lord will be 
established as an earthly order, in 
keeping with the provisions of the 
Sinai compact and the Davidic Cov- 
enant. Speaking of Christ’s rulership, 
the prophet says: 

“Of the increase of his government and 
peace there shall be no end, upon the 
throne of David, and upon his kingdom, to 
order it, and to establish it with judgment 
and with justice from henceforth even for 
ever.” (Isa. 9: 7.) 


Thus the Kingdom of Christ is to be 
an extension, completion and perfec- 
tion of David’s kingdom, an institution 
which is both material and spiritual in 
character — material because it is a 
real kingdom on the earth, and spir- 
itual because it is the Lord’s Kingdom: 
_ “For the kingdom is the Lord’s: and he 


is the governor among the nations.” 
(Ps. 22: 28.) 
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Now if the Old Testament alone 
mentioned such things as crowns, rul- 
ers, scepters and pageantry, one might 
justify his antipathy to the insignia of 
kingship. Some people are dubious 
about the Old Testament, even to the 
point of casting it aside and asserting 
that they are strictly New Testament 
Christians. So let us take a look at 
Luke 1: 30-33, where the angel tells 
Mary that Jesus shall be called the 
Son of the Highest: 

‘And the Lord God shall give unto him 
the throne of his father David: and he 
shall reign over the house of Jacob for 
ever; and of his kingdom there shall be no 
end.” 


Here again we are associated with a 
kingdom, a throne and a ruler — 
David’s kingdom and throne, with 
Christ Himself the reigning King — 
and all this in the New Testament! If 
one is a New Testament Christian, he 
cannot escape the significance of 
Luke’s record and its relation to 
Isaiah’s prophecy. If the “modern 
mind” associates with the Gospels, the 
Epistles and the Revelation, it most 
assuredly will be faced time and again 
with the Kingship of Jesus Christ. 

The people who accompanied Jesus 
on His triumphal march into Jerusa- 
lem understood the connection be- 
tween David’s kingdom and Messiah’s 
coming Kingdom. Christians today 
should give more earnest heed to the 
full import of the story as recorded in 
the Gospels. Mark 11: 9-10 (R.V.) 
reads as follows: 

“Blessed is he that cometh in the name 
of the Lord. Blessed be the kingdom that 
cometh, the kingdom of our father David: 
Hosanna in the highest.” 

Weymouth’s translation gives this 
graphic picture of the scene: 


*‘So they brought the colt to Jesus, and 
threw their garments over it; and He 
mounted. Then many spread their gar- 
ments to carpet the road, and others leafy 
branches which they had cut down in the 
fields; while those who led the way and 
those who followed kept shouting, ‘Ho- 
sanna! Blessed be He who comes in the 
Lord’s name. Blessings on the coming 
Kingdom of our forefather David! Ho- 
sanna in the Highest!’ ” 


““Very often,” continues the medita- 
tion in the church bulletin, “‘the ‘king- 
dom,’ it seems, has no application to 
contemporary life. Suppose, then, we 
substitute ‘the rule of love’ or ‘world 
fraternity’ or ‘human _ brotherhood’ 
for ‘kingdom’ and see what it does for 
us.” Well, suppose we try this sub- 


stitution. It looks like an interesting 
experiment. 

We might begin in Exodus 19: 6, 
with the inauguration of God’s King- 
dom on earth: “‘You shall be unto me 
a kingdom — and an holy nation.” 
This would read: ‘*You shall be unto 
me ‘the rule of love’ or a ‘world fra- 
ternity’ or a ‘human brotherhood’ — 
and an holy nation.” Now the king- 
dom instituted at Sinai was neither a 
world fraternity nor a world brother- 
hood. The Sinai compact begins with 
these words: 

*“Moses went up unto God, and the 
Lord called unto him out of the mountain, 
saying, Thus shalt thou say to the house of 
Jacob, and tell the children of Israel.” 
(Ex. 19: 3.) 


It was a contract with one people, 
one race, ordained of God to be His 
holy servant kingdom to the end that 
all nations might be blessed through 
them. 

Next let us see what the substitution 
does to the Davidic covenant. “‘I took 
thee from the sheepcote . . . to be a 
ruler over Israel. ...And_ thine 
house and thy ‘world fraternity’ shall 
be established for ever before thee.” 
Was David king of a world fraternity? 
Or was he King of Israel? 

Try it in Mark 11: 10: “Blessed be 
the ‘human brotherhood’ of our father 
David, that cometh in the name of the 
Lord.” Illustrations abound to show 
the absurdity of trying to use such 
terms interchangeably with the word 
“kingdom.” 

The same experiment in substitu- 
tion, applied to the idea that the king- 
dom is “within us” or “in our hearts,” 
will expose the inconsistency of this 
teaching. For: example, Matthew 8: 
11-12: 

“And I say unto you, That many shall 
come from the east and west, and shall sit 
down with Abraham, and Isaac, and 
Jacob, in the kingdom of heaven [within 
you?]. But the children of the kingdom [in 
your heart?] shall be cast out into outer 
darkness: there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth.” 

It is obvious too that Luke 22: 29-30 
has no reference to a kingdom “‘within 
you”: 

“I appoint unto you a kingdom, as my 
Father hath appointed unto me; that you 
may eat and drink at my table in my king- 
dom, and sit on thrones judging the twelve 
tribes of Israel.” 

The same is true of Matthew 11: 12: 


“From the days of John the Baptist 
until now the kingdom of heaven suffereth 
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violence, and the violent take it by force.” 


With remarkable clarity Jesus por- 
trays His Kingship and relates His 
Kingdom to the nations of the world 
in Matthew 25: 31-34: 


“When the Son of man shall come in his 
glory, and all the holy angels with him, 
then shall he sit upon the throne of his 
glory: and before him shall be gathered all 
nations: and he shall separate them one 
from another, as a shepherd divideth his 
sheep from the goats: and he shall set the 
sheep on his right hand, but the goats on 
the left. Then shall the King say unto 
them on his right hand, Come, ye blessed 
of my Father, inherit the kingdom pre- 
pared for you from the foundation of the 
world.” 

How can a man inherit a kingdom 
“‘within” himself? Besides Jesus is say- 
ing here that the “‘sheep”’ nations are 
to be blessed and inherit the kingdom, 
because they do the works of God’s 
righteous Kingdom. Consider also the 
pageantry of this scene which Jesus 
unfolds to our view: His coming in 
majesty, accompanied by angels, and 
His throne of glory, which is evidently 
an earthly manifestation, inasmuch as 
all nations are gathered before Him in 
judgment. 

Nothwithstanding the many articles 
that have been published to explain 
certain controversial texts pertaining 
to Christ’s Kingdom, men and women 
continue to stumble over them and ask 
questions about them. One of these 
texts is John 18:36, where Jesus is 
quoted as saying, ““My kingdom is not 
of this world.”” When Jesus made the 
statement, He was in the hall of judg- 
ment answering Pilate’s question as 
to why He had been delivered to 
Pilate by His own nation and the chief 
priests. The word “cosmos” which 
Jesus used does not mean “earth” or 
“‘world,” but rather has reference to a 
“‘world-order” or ‘“‘world-system.” 
Jesus did not imply that His Kingdom 
is located in the heavens; He merely 
said that it is not the same kind as the 
Roman Empire which Pilate rep- 
resented. 

Truly Christ’s Kingdom is different 
in origin, purpose and destiny from 
the Roman and Babylonian king- 
doms. Caesar’s kingdom was from be- 
neath; its policies and laws were the 
work of man. The Kingdom of Christ 
is from above; it was not established 
by the will of man; its righteous laws 
came directly from the hand of God 
to man. They did not originate in this 
world. 
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“If my kingdom were of this world,” 
Jesus added, “then would my serv- 
ants fight, that I should not be de- 
livered to the Jews.” Note well the 
distinction Jesus makes here between 
His “servants” and “the Jews.” Cer- 
tainly “the Jews” who opposed His 
every word and act did not represent 
His Kingdom. Jesus said to them: 

“Ye are from beneath; I am from above: 
ye are of this world; I am not of this 


world, ... Ye are of your father the 
devil . . . and because I tell you the 
truth, ye believe me not. . . . He that is 


of God heareth God’s words: ye therefore 
hear them not, because ye are not of God.” 
(John 8: 23; 44-45; 47.) 

Conditions at that time were aptly 
described by the statement, “‘the whole 
world lieth in wickedness.” The Jews 
had utterly rejected Messiah the 
Prince, who had come to save His 
people from their sins. Moreover, di- 
vorced Israel — the lost sheep of the 
Assyrian Captivities—had not yet 
been redeemed. The King was present 
in the flesh. He had walked in the 
streets of Jerusalem and in the courts 
of the Temple. He was a familiar figure 
in the villages near the Sea of Galilee, 
where He blessed many people with 
His miracles of mercy and healing. 
But there were few worthy citizens for 
His Kingdom. Therefore His servants 
could not fight, for He must first be 
delivered unto death by the Jews. His 
death on the cross expiated the sins of 
mankind, and redeemed fallen Israel 
from her state of estrangement from 


God. 


“For this cause he is the mediator of the 
new testament, that by means of death, 
for the redemption of the transgressions 
that were under the first testament, they 
which are called might receive the promise 
of eternal inheritance.” (Heb. 9: 15.) 


We become worthy citizens in the 
Kingdom by repentance toward God; 
by faith in the efficacy of Christ’s sac- 
rificial death; and by hope in the 


power of His resurrection. The natural 
or worldly man receives not the things 
of the Spirit of God, “for they are 
foolishness unto him; neither can he 
know them, because they are spirit- 
ually discerned.” 

Although the Kingdom of God is 
literal, its citizens must be spiritually- 
minded. This is what Paul meant 
when he said, ““The Kingdom of God 
is not eating and drinking; but right- 
eousness, and peace, and joy in the 
Holy Spirit.” The context shows that 
Paul had in mind the qualities and 
conduct required of citizens in the 
Kingdom. Having the mind, purpose 
and Spirit of Christ “within us” 
makes us good citizens of the Kingdom. 

It is inconceivable how any student 
of the Bible and world affairs can say 
that the Kingdom of God has no ap- 
plication to contemporary life. As a 
matter of fact, Christ’s Kingship and 
His Kingdom on earth have every- 
thing to do with contemporary life. It 
is the eventual aim of the King to 
spread His Kingdom until it fills the 
whole earth. It will embrace all the 
relations and activities of mankind. 
As someone has said: ““The Kingdom 
of God has relation also to political 
and social conditions. It remolds old 
institutions and brings new ones into 
existence. It reforms social habits and 
customs and readjusts the relations of 
man to man and of man to the uni- 
verse. It contemplates, by creating 
ideal men and women, to produce 
ideal conditions of life.” 

Our troubles today stem mainly 
from our futile efforts to secure the 
benefits of the Kingdom — such as 
universal peace, justice and righteous- 
ness — without recognizing the King, 
and adopting in national life and 
international relations the Divine laws 
of the Kingdom. “Seek ye first the 
Kingdom of God, and His righteous- 
ness; and all these things shall be 
added unto you.”

LL WHO understand the Divine 
purpose underlying world history are 
aware that imperialistic Communism 
is a scourge raised against apostate 
and materialistic Western civilization. 
It is an instrument of Divine wrath 
and judgment loosed to purge the 
Anglo-Saxon nations, nominally Chris- 
tian, who long ago lost the dynamic 
vitality of their faith and sank into a 
deadly morass of spiritual indifference. 

For over three decades the Commu- 
nist conspiracy has advanced, leaving 
a widening trail of violence, subver- 
sion, murder and misery. The fearful 
inroads it made were possible only 
because the spiritual bulwarks of 
Christians had crumbled. The luke- 
warm, emasculated Christianity pur- 
veyed by the Modernists and skeptics 
was no match for the positive drive of 
Communist Zealots. 

The rise of Communism dates from 
the Bolshevik military revolution of 
November 7, 1917. Two ruthless des- 
pots— Lenin and Stalin — spear- 
headed it to world-wide influence. 
Although Biblical students fully com- 
prehended the role being played by 
these men, it was not until the death 
of Stalin that the marvelous chrono- 
logical patterns underlying their ca- 
reers could come to light. 

Lenin guided the destinies of Soviet 
Communism for precisely 1600 plus 
666 days, from the November 7, 1917 
revolution to his death on January 21, 
1924 (near bottom of Chart I). The 
time-factors involved are peculiarly 
appropriate, since 1600 connotes judg- 
ment and 666 is the mark of the ene- 
mies of God and His Kingdom. 

Upon the death of Lenin, the Soviet 
government passed into the hands of 
Stalin, who ruled until it was an- 
nounced that he had been stricken 
with a brain hemorrhage on March 1, 
1953. This date was exactly 2520 plus 
7 x 270 plus 1600 days after the Great 
Pyramid’s Hall of Judgment opened 
on September 16, 1936. The sequence 
of time-factors stresses trial, birth tra- 
vail and judgment —all of which 
Stalin brought upon the world in full 
measure. 

Along with Mussolini and Hitler, 
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Stalin personified the “three unclean 
spirits like frogs”? sent to gather the 
nations to “‘the battle of that great 
day of God Almighty.” From the 
death of Hitler on May 1, 1945, a 
period of 10 x 286.1 days extends to 
March 1, 1953 when it was announced 
Stalin was stricken ill. This “perfection 
in displacement” interval warns that 
the gathering is now complete and the 
long-awaited climax is at hand. 

Of similar import is the doubled 
fruition period (2 x 1040 days) extend- 
ing from March 1, 1953 to November 
10, 1958. The latter date, a forty-year 
generation after the November 1918 
Armistice, relates particularly to the 
break-up of the Babylonian world sys- 
tem which must be swept away before 
the New Order of the Ages can begin. 
The noted 2 x 1040 interval stresses 
that March 1, 1953 marked a crucial 
step toward that objective. 

The 2880-day interval separating 
March 1 from the death of President 
Roosevelt on April 12, 1945 empha- 
sizes the ultimate aim of the judgment 
process. The period may be taken 
either as eight Biblical Times of 360 
days, with eight being the number of 
renewal, or as ten times the restoration 
number of 288 (2 x 144, which is 12 x 
12 and therefore symbolizes perfection 
in government). 

The death of Stalin on March 5 
came 5 x 666 days after the January 
22, 1944 Allied landings at Anzio, and 
exactly eight years (renewal) after the 
March 4-5, 1945 Great Pyramid center 


of judgment (Chart I). And an interval ' 


of 1900 plus 2 x 88 days extends from 
March 5, 1953 to November 10, 1958. 
This combination of time-factors sig- 
nifies restoration under Divine com- 
pulsion. 

Yet another remarkable sequence 
of time-measures separates the deaths 
of Lenin and Stalin, the interval be- 
tween them being 1600 plus 2 x 2520 
plus 6 x 666 days. And most significant 
of all: the disclosure of the death of Stalin 
came precisely on the third day made per- 
fect of 10 x 1290 days (perfection in deso- 
lation) after the November 7, 1917 Bol- 
sheik revolution. 

Study of the material on Chart I 
will demonstrate that God does indeed 
grant dominion to whomsoever He 
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will — and ‘for the precise span of time 
needed to accomplish the Divine pur- 


While Russia was changing leaders, 
other developments preliminary to the 
imminent climactic scenes of world 
travail were proceeding in the Middle 
East. New waves of violence swept 
Iran as a smouldering dispute between 
the Shah and Premier Mossadegh 
erupted in riotous demonstrations. On 
February 28, supporters of the Shah 
drove Premier Mossadegh from his 
home, precipitating a new crisis. 

This February 28 terminal ties 
closely into the unfolding Middle 
Eastern pattern. It fell 7 x 270 days 
solar (birth travail perfected) after the 
UN voted to partition Palestine on 
November 29, 1947 (top of Chart IT). 
It was also 666 plus two days after 
May 2, 1951, when the Shah signed 
the bill nationalizing Iran’s oilfields. 

From February 28, a solar 666 pe- 
riod extends to January 5, 1955 which 
closes a 15 x 120 “hour of warning” 
interval after January 31, 1950, when 
President Truman ordered H-bomb 
production to proceed. And a solar 
fruition measure (1040) extends from 
February 28 to January 19, 1956, 
which will be 2520 days after the 
February 24, 1949 Jewish-Egyptian 
armistice. 

Also pertinent to the Middle East 
was the friendship pact signed on 
February 28 by Greece, Turkey and 
Yugoslavia. The three nations agreed 
to collaborate for defense. 

Premier Mossadegh on March 1 
seized the initiative in his skirmish 
with the Shah by firing the army chief 
of staff and demanding a vote of con- 
fidence in parliament. The date was 
a tribulation period of 1260 days after 
September 18, 1949 when Great Brit- 
ain devalued the pound (top of Chart 
III). Both devaluation and the Iranian 
impasse are direct consequences of 
misguided British policies, and both 
contribute to the approaching destruc- 
tion of the Babylonian economic world 
order. 

Georgi Malenkov succeeded Stalin 
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as ruler of Russia on March 6. Boding 
ill for the West is the fact that this was 
precisely 1260 days (tribulation) after 
September 23, 1949 when President 
Truman revealed that the Soviets had 
exploded an atomic bomb (near top 
of Chart IV). The ease with which 
the new Russian regime took control 
disappointed many wishful thinkers in 
the West who had hoped that the 
death of Stalin would result in a period 
of struggle and confusion within Rus- 
sia. Instead the Malenkov regime dem- 
onstrated itself to be firmly in control, 
and determined to pursue the Krem- 
lin’s set policies with even more ruth- 
less efficiency than before. 

While Russia changed leaders, 
Great Britain and the United States 
held a four-day series of political, fi- 
nancial and economic talks in Wash- 
ington. The discussions began on 
March 4, exactly 420 days after the 
January 9, 1952 communique closing 
the Truman-Churchill conference 
(center of Chart II). The 420 time- 
measure, the sixth part of the great 
2520-day trial or probation period, 
blends the significance of those two 
factors. 

One result of the Washington con- 
ferences, revealed in the official com- 
munique issued on March 7, was a 
long-overdue agreement to embargo 
the shipment of strategic materials to 
Red China. The two governments also 
agreed that the latest proposals for 
settling the Iranian oil dispute were 
final. 

It is noteworthy that the decision to 
bar strategic goods from Red China 
came precisely a solar “warning per- 
fected” period of 7 x 120 days after

her intervention in the Korean war 
was disclosed on November 6, 1950 
(near bottom of Chart IV). Note that 
the February 23 mean terminal of this 
cycle marked Nationalist China’s re- 
pudiation of her friendship pact with 
the Soviet Union. 

March 7 was also 10 x 286 days 
after V-E Day and 1260 days solar 
before September 5, 1956. The latter 
terminal will be 11 x 1290 days solar 
after the United States entered World 
War I on April 6, 1917. Eleven is the 
number of disorder or disintegration, 
while 1290 signifies desolation. 

As the chart indicates, March 7 also

marked the close of the UN’s latest 
futile debate on the Korean impasse, 
with the Assembly standing pat on the 
Indian-sponsored truce plan previ- 
ously rejected by the Communist bloc. 

Premier Naguib on March 10 re- 
newed his demand that Great Britain 
unconditionally evacuate the Suez 
Canal Zone. On the same day Chi- 
nese Red Premier Mao Tze-tung ac- 
claimed Malenkov as the new leader 
of world Communism. These develop- 
ments came on the third day made 
perfect of 1260 plus 666 days after the 
UN voted to partition Palestine in 
1947 (center of Chart II). March 10 
was also 420 days solar after the 
Truman-Churchill conference closed 
on January 9, 1952. And a period of 
666 days extends from March 10, 1953 
to January 5, 1955, which will be 
15 x 120 days after President Tru- 
man’s January 1950 directive order- 
ing H-bomb production. 

The first manifestation of the Ma- 
lenkov regime’s stiffer policy was a 
series of plane incidents apparently 
designed to test Western firmness. The 
first such incident came on the March 
10 terminal just noted when Soviet 
planes from Czechoslovakia shot down 
an American Thunderjet over the 
United States zone of Germany. Two 
days later a British bomber crashed in 
flames after being attacked by Soviet 
jet fighters in the Hamburg-Berlin air 
corridor. This second incident oc- 
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curred 1290 days lunar after Septem- 
ber 18, 1949 when Britain devalued 
the pound (top of Chart III). 

Great Britain on March 13 ap- 
proved a new plan for settling the 
Suez Canal Zone dispute with Egypt. 
The proposals reportedly involved 
sizable British concessions, but not 
“unconditional surrender.” On_ the 
same day, General Matthew B. Ridge- 
way warned military leaders of the 
fourteen Atlantic Pact nations that all 
their resources must be pooled if the 
Russian threat is to be met. 

These developments came 666 days 
lunar after the May 27, 1951 “‘liber- 
ation” pact which brought Tibet into 
the Soviet orbit. They were also 420 
days lunar after January 24, 1952 
when unrest flared in French North 
Africa and 270 days (birth travail) 
after the announcement of the East 
German army plan on June 16, 1952. 
Study of the material at the center of 
Chart III will show how these various 
time-measures tie in with previous 
events. Especially pertinent is the fact 
that General Ridgeway’s warning of 
NATO deficiencies came 1040 plus 
420 days (both lunar) after the At- 
lantic Pact was signed on April 4, 1949. 

The Japanese Cabinet of pro-Amer- 
ican Premier Yoshida was overthrown 
on March 14 after it lost a confidence 
vote in the Diet. The Premier imme- 


diately dissolved the Diet and called 
for new national elections. This Japa- 
nese political crisis came 1335 days 
solar after June 29, 1949 when Amer- 
ican forces evacuated South Korea. 
The 1335 factor is a number of hope 
for nations within the Israel orbit, 
but of judgment for others. 

The March 14 terminal brought an- 
other plane incident, this one an ex- 
change of gunfire between a Soviet jet 
and an American reconnaissance 
plane near Soviet Siberia. Meanwhile, 
the British announced that their train- 
ing planes in Germany would in the 
future be fully armed and provided 
with fighter escort when necessary. 

Note from the center of Chart IV 
that these March 14 developments 
also fell 1290 days lunar before Sep- 
tember 5, 1956. The latter terminal 
will be 11 x 1290 days solar after the 
United States entered World War I. 

The Supreme Soviet on March 15 
confirmed Malenkov as Premier of 
Russia. It also approved a sweeping 
reorganization of the government un- 
der which over half of the cabinet min- 
istries were abolished. The date was 
1040 days before January 19, 1956, 
which will be 2520 days after the Febru- 
ary 1949 Jewish-Egyptian armistice 
(top of Chart IT). 

The United States countered the 
March 10 plane incident by moving 
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in swifter, more powerful F-86 Sabre- 
jets to take over patrol activities along 
the Iron Curtain. This was on March 
16, a date 1600 days solar after Oc- 
tober 5, 1948 when the Berlin block- 
ade issue reached the Security Coun- 
cil (top of Chart IV). Note that the 
1948 date also links back to America’s 
entry into World War I. 

An earlier plane incident came to 
light on the same March 16 terminal. 
It was disclosed that in November 
United States Navy planes shot down 
three Soviet jet fighters in the Sea of 
Japan when a Russian air armada of 
100 planes approached an American 
naval force. March 16 also marked 
the arrival of Yugoslavia’s Marshal 
Tito for talks with British leaders. 

Official disclosure of the March 14 
air clash off Soviet Siberia came on 
March 17. This date was 1290 days 
lunar after President Truman re- 
vealed that the Russians had ex- 
ploded an atomic bomb (center of 
Chart IV). March 17 was also 7 x 120 
days solar before July 17-18, 1955, 
which will be the lunar terminal of 
11 x 1290 days after April 6, 1917. 

Premier Malenkov’s first public ut- 
terances emphasized the possibility 
of peace, a propaganda line by which 
the Kremlin leaders obviously hope 
to drive a wedge between America 
and Britain. Pursuing this scheme, 
Russia made a surprisingly concilia- 
tory reply to protests over the down- 
ing of a British bomber in Germany. 
The Soviets expressed regret over the 
deaths of the airmen and proposed a 
British-Soviet conference to “avoid 
undesired air incidents” along the 
Iron Curtain. 

This Soviet move was disclosed on 
March 19, the solar terminal of 1260 
days after Britain devalued the pound. 
On the same day the lower house of 
the West German Parliament ratified 
the European Army treaty and the 
Bonn Pact. It is significant that this 
first formal ratification of the treaties 
came precisely 390 days (Israel’s chas- 
tisement) after the NATO army plan 
was approved on February 23, 1952. 

As Chart III indicates (center), 
March 19 was also 420 days after the 
January 24, 1952 eruption of violence 
in French North Africa. 

A communique issued on March 20 
announced that Britain and Yugo- 
slavia had agreed to work in close col- 
laboration to defend the peace of 
Europe against Soviet aggression. The 
date was 666 days lunar before Jan- 
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uary 5, 1955 (bottom of Chart II). 
Note that the February 28 solar 
terminal of this cycle marked the 
friendship pact signed by Turkey, 
Greece and Yugoslavia. 

As British-Egyptian negotiations 
over the Suez Canal Zone neared, 
Premier Naguib called upon all Egyp- 
tians to “sacrifice themselves” in pur- 
suance of Egypt’s demand for im- 
mediate unconditional evacuation of 
British troops. This was on March 22, 
2 x 286 days solar before October 23, 
1954, which will be 2520 days after 
the UN voted to partition Palestine 
(bottom of Chart IT). 

The Moscow radio on March 23 
switched back to its customary bel- 
ligerent propaganda line, attacking 
the Bonn Pact and the European Army 
treaty. The shift was also evident in 
the United Nations where Russia and 
Czechoslovakia assailed the United 
States for alleged subversion against 
Iron Curtain countries. Meanwhile, 
Russia rejected Washington’s protest 
over the March 14 Siberian plane 
incident, charging that the American 
craft had made two “premeditated” 
violations of Soviet territory. These de- 
velopments came 666 days after the 
Tibet “liberation” pact (bottom of 
Chart III). They were.also 1040 days 
solar before February 11, 1956, which 
will be 11 x 1290 days after April 6, 
1917. 

The United States on March 24 
charged that Russia’s version of the 
March 14 plane incident was a com- 
plete fabrication. On the same day the 
British Government announced that it 
would accept Russia’s invitation to 
confer on means of ending air inci- 
dents over Germany. This was 1260 
days solar after disclosure of the Soviet 
atomic explosion (upper half of Chart 
IV). March 24 was also 2520 days 
solar after Soviet troops left Iran in 
1946. 

The first weeks of the Malenkov 
regime gave small comfort to those 
who hoped a change of leadership in 
the Kremlin would mean a period of 
vacillation and confusion in Russian 
policy. Quite the contrary proved true. 
As Mr. Walter Lippmann stated: 


“There is no reason whatever for think- 
ing that there is any change in the stra- 
tegic objective of foreign policy as Stalin 
expounded it— namely, the consolida- 
tion of the Communist orbit and the dis- 
integration of the non-Communist coali- 
tion. But there are indications at least that 
this policy is now being administered with 
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more energy, more imagination, more dis- 
cipline, and more consistency.” 


The acceleration of events resulting 
from more vigorous prosecution of the 
Soviet program will hasten the closing 
scenes of this climactic world struggle. 
The direction and objectives of the 
consummating Soviet military moves 
are known, clearly outlined in the 
pages of Biblical prophecy. Russia’s 
interest in Iran, her anti-Israeli pol- 
icy, her strenuous military prepara- 
tions in the far north, all foreshadow 
what is to come. 

Those who understand will live in 
expectancy, their interest centering 
less in the fearsome tribulation ahead 
than in the coincident manifestations 
of Divine omnipotence foretold by the 
holy prophets. The Forgotten One of 
Israel will be forgotten no more when 


God intervenes to clear the shambles 
wrought by human error and pre- 
sumption. 

“I bring near my righteousness; it shall 
not be far off, and my salvation shall not 
tarry: and I will place salvation in Zion 
for Israel my glory.” (Isa. 46: 13.) 

Only when Divine righteousness 
flourishes on earth, only when the 
statutes of the Divine Code are ac- 
cepted and practiced by the nations 
of the Israel Commonwealth, will 
there be peace and security. World 
events make it plain that the days 
of transition are at hand, the time 
when the old will be swept away and 
the new established. Constant watch- 
fulness is essential: any hour may 
bring the sign and signal that direct 
redemptive intervention of the Lord 
of lords has begun.
